WASHINGTON, March 6.—The 
second annual report of the Tru- 
man committee, which will be re- 
Jeased Thursday, is expected by 
those who have followed the com- 
mittee’s work to contain vigorous 
censure of Donald M. Nelson, chair- 
man of the War Production Board, 
on the ground that he failed to 
exercise the plenary powers con- 


ferred on him in January, 1942, by 
President Roosevelt. 

Soon after his appointment, Nel- 
gon appeared before the commit- 
tee, which publicly urged him to 
exercise to the full the authority 
vested in him by the President. It 
was the first large-scale delegation 
ef power by the White House, and 
the amplest to date except in the 
case of James F. Byrnes, economic 
stabilizer. 

The President empowered Nel- 
gon to exercise general. direction 
over the war procurement and pro- 
duction program, and to determine 
the policies and procedures ofall 
Federa] agencies concerned. The 
scope of the executive order was 
so broad that it was interpreted 
at the time as giving jurisdiction 
to Nelson over war output as a 
whole including synthetic rubber, 
and also over man power and food. 

Followed First Report. 

The order, which abolished the 
Office of Production Management 
and the Supply Priorities and Al- 
location Board, and set up WPB 
in their place, was issued Jan. 16, 
1942, the day after the Truman 
Committee's first interim report 
was presented to the Senate. It is 
generally believed, that this report 
‘was responsible for the creation of 


Testifying soon afterward, Nel- 
gon informed the committee that 
he believed he had sufficient au- 
thority to take all necessary action, 
and pledged himself to exercise his 
powers and get the war job done. 

Until the text of Thursday’s re- 
port is made public, the commit- 
tec’s attitude regarding Nelson's 
performance during 1942 can be a 
topic of speculation alone. But on 
the basis of reports and informa- 
tion accumulated in the past, it 
may be surmised that the commit- 
tee will charge Nelson with fail- 
ing to keep his pledge, and with 
surrendering his authority block by

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WLB NO LONGER TO GIVE 
STATISTICS ON STRIKES 
IN U. $. WAR INDUSTRIES 


WASHINGTON, March 6

HE War Labor Board an- 
T nouncea today it will no 

longer issue statistics on 
strikes in war industries. 

The board said this was be- 
cause: The war effort now af- 
fects practically every industry 
in the nation; the ratio of man- 
days lost through strikes to the 
total time worked “is virtually 
the same in the so-called war 
industries as in the non-war in- 
dustries.” 

Hereafter, said the board, 
figures on strikes will be issued 
by the Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics of the Department of Labor, 
but they will not differentiate 
between war and other indus- 
tries. 

An interdepartmental com- 
mittee on strike ‘statistics, com- 
posed of members from the 
War, Navy and Labor Depart- 
ments, WLB, War Production 
Board and Maritime Commis- 
sion, will no longer function. 
The announcement said the ac- 
tion was taken on the recom- 
mendation of the committee it- 
self.

WASHINGTON, March 6 (AP). 
—The War Manpower Commission 
told local draft boards tonight to 
keep farm workers in deferred 
classifications—even if the quotas 
for the armed forces cannot then 
be met. The commission also is- 
sued three other new instructions 
designed to help meet the farm 
labor shortage: 

1. Any man with farming ex- 
perience who is now in other work 
should be classified as farm-de- 
fered (Class 2-C or 3-C) if he goes 
back to agriculture as a regular 
job before notified to appear for 


induction. 

2. State and county war boards 
of the Department of Agriculture 
may request the deferment of a 
necessary farm workers even 
though the worker himself or his 
employer does not seek the defer- 
ment. The board salso may appeal 
from decisions of local draft 
boards, 

3. If a draft board finds that 
a farm worker is not producing 
enough to justify his deferment it 
must refer his case to a county 
war board and allow 30 @ays for 
him to be placed in another job 
before it can draft him. 

Fund Request Slashed. 

A House Appropriations subcom- 
mittee has slashed by more than 
50 per cent the funds sought by 
the Department of Agriculture to 
recruit farm labor and has ordered 
revisions in the program, it de- 
veloped tonight. 

The department wanted 65 mil- 
lion dollars to recruit and trans- 
port labor to farms. Of this, six 
millions would have been allocated 
to the Agriculture Extension Serv- 
ice to obtain the services of three 
million persons for intrastate farm 
labor. The remaining 59 million 
dollars would have gone to the 
Farm Security Administration for 
interstate movement at Govern- 
ment expense of 350,000 seasonal 
workers and 42,000 to be employed 
On a year-around basis. 

The subcommittee reduced the 
total apparently in the belief the 
plan should first be given a test, 
with indications that additional 
funds would be forthcoming later 
if the program proved successful. 

Security Group Barred. 

At the same time the subcommit- 
tee recommended that the entire 
program be placed under the Ex- 
tension Service on the ground that 
it already has a working organiza- 
tion for the purpose. 

This would deny the farm Se- 
curity Administration any connec- 
tion with the program. This 
agency’s function primarily is to 
give financial and other aid to 
small farmers. It has been criti- 
cised by some farm organizations 
on the ground that its policies are 
socialistic and constitute regimen- 
tation. A controversy between 
Farm Security and the Agricultural

The WPB letter closed, Flanna- 
gan said, with the suggestion that 
“you postpone the lambing season 
until more favorable weather.” 

Walton’s letter said a similar 
story had been going around for 
months.

TOWN 100 MILES 
FROM MOSCOW IS 
CLEARED OF FOE 


Fall Cuts Off Wedge 
Pointed at Capital for 
18 Miles, Exposes Ger- 
man Position at Vyazma. 


LONDON, March 6 (AP).—The 


victory in a week today by captur- 
ing Gzhatsk, 100. miles west of 
Moscow and the nearest point to 


the Soviet capital in the German's 
crumbling hedgehog defense sys- 
tem on the central front. 

“After storming the town twice,” 
said a specia) Russian communique 
recorded by the Soviet radio mon- 
itor, “our troops captured the town 
of Gzhatsk. The captured war ma- 
terial is being counted.” 

Gzhatsk, 60 miles southeast of 
recaptured Rzhev, had been a 
Nazi spearhead pointed at Moscow 
for a year and a half. Its capture 
released a three-directional Rus- 
sian drive on Vyazma, 35 miles 
west on the road to Smolensk, 
main German base to the west. 

30 More Towns Retaken. 

Russian shock troops fighting 
south and southwest of Rzhev had 
captured 30 more towns during the 
night and morning, including the 
railway station of Osuga, 53 miles 
north of Vyazma, 

German reports also have told 
of Russian troops battling toward 
Vyazma from the Kaluga sector in 
the southeast. 

Above the central front, field dis- 
patches said, Marshal Semyon 
Timoshenko’s troops were fighting 
toward Staraya Russa below Lake 
Ilmen after the smashing break- 
through at Demyansk. 

In the south the Russians re- 
ported further progress’ west of 
Sevsk in the effort to cut the main 
German artery linking the central 
and southern fronts, the Bryansk- 
Kiev railway. 

Vyazma Next Objective. 

Gzhatsk had withstood a terrific 
Russian pounding since the Ger- 
man failure to take Moscow in the 
winter of 1941. When Soviet troops 
threw back the Germans from the 
capital, Rzhev, Gzhatsk, and 
Vyazma held firm. Now only 
Vyazma remains of the major 
bases to be cracked by the Rus- 
sians before they can stride on 
toward Smolensk which is 230 
miles west of Moscow. 

Swinging southwest of Rzhev, 
the Russians apparently were aim- 
ing at an early encirclement of 
Vyazma which is girded with the 
typical Nazi hedgehog defenses — 
steel and concrete pillboxes, anti- 
tank traps, and miles of barbed 
wire, 

The Germans had used their 
Todt construction workers to fort-

U.S. Submarine’ 
Credited With 
13 Jap Vessels 


6 Destroyers Chased 
Undersea Craft— 
Battle Fleet Passed 
Over It. 


‘WASHINGTON, March 6 (AP).— 
The Navy disclosed tonight that a 
single American submarine has 
sunk 13 Japanese ships—10 cargo 
vessels and three warships. 


The submarine, which was not 
named, was commanded by Lieut. 
Commander Lucius Henry Chap- 
pell, 38 years old, of Columbus, Ga. 
Its impressive record was an- 
nounced in a statement recounting 
some of its experiences. 

On one occasion the submarine 
torpedoed a Japanese freighter and 
Chappell “promptly squared off for 
a chase,” the Navy related, “an- 
ticipating that the Jap would 
either make for the bay or try to 
beach his ship. To his surprise, 
the Jap skipper did neither. In- 
stead, the crew of little yellow men 
began pouring overboard and 
swimming away like sixty.” 

“We soon learned the reason,” 
Chappell explained. “After a very 
few minutes that ship blew up 
with the damnedest explosion I 
ever saw. I guess he was loaded 
with ammunition.” 

A few months after Pearl Har- 
bor, Chappell and his crew had the 
experience of having an entire 
Japanese battle fleet steam over 
them while they lay submerged 
and unable to attack lest they be 
discovered and destroyed them- 
selves. 

This incident started with the 
sinking of a destroyer. The Navy’s 
account said:

YANKS CAPTURE PICHON IN TUNISIA 


St. Louisan on Sub That Sank 13 Jap Ships 


WEIGHT OF BOMBS 
PUT AT 19/9 TONS: 
GREATEST SHOW 
EVER, FLYERS SAY 


Area of Several Square 
Miles Set Afire in Arms 
Center, Flames Visible 
for 160 Miles — 14 
Bombers. Lost.

LONDON, March 6 (AP).— An 
area of several square miles in 
Essen, site of the great Krupp ar 
mament works, was set ablaze last 
night by British and Canadian 
bombers carrying the Allied aerial 
offensive against the Germans 
through the tenth successive night. 

Canadian pilots returning from 
the “very héavy and concentrated” 
assault reported one “colossal ex- 
plosion” which lit the whole target 
area and sent flames leaping hun- 
dreds of feet. They said they must 
have hit a powder factory or an 
ammunition storehouse in the vast 
Krupp works, where 175,000 muni- 
tions workers are employed. 

The bombs rained down for 40 
minutes, and 160 miles away on 
their return flight, the pilots still 
could see the flames. The R. A. F. 
lost 14 bombers. 

3 Tons Every 4 Seconds. 


The air correspondent of the 
Sunday Express asserted that ap- 
proximately 1575 tons of high ex-' 
plosive and fire bombs were un- 
loaded on Essen. 

(Since Britain’s heavy bombers 
can carry up to eight tons of 
bombs, the figure above would in- 
dicate a force of between 200 and 
300 planes.) 

“For 35 minutes,” said the writer, 
Edward J. Hart, “heavy bombs 
and incendiaries rained down at 
the rate of three tons every four 
seconds.” 

An authoritative British source 
said, however, that Hart's figures 
were “quite incorrect.” He declined 
to give any corrective figures. 

Hart, who was at one of the 
bomber stations when the planes 
returned, declared that veteran air 
crews “are of the opinion that the 
raid was the greatest ever.” He 
quoted the commander of the sta- 
tion as saying “it was by far the 
most outstanding show of the last 
six months and perhaps the heav- 
jest and most concentrated air at- 
tacl: of the war.” 

‘A Whale of A Target.’ 

The commander, Group Captain 
E. I. Bushell, was quoted as add- 
ing “this was IT ... Krupps is a 
whale of a target with its ten 
groups of huge factories, steel 
works, blast furnaces and coke 
ovens.” 

The leader of a Lancaster squad- 
ron said “it was the most excellent 
prang (an R. A. F. slang term) I 
have ever heard of.” A rear gun- 
ner spoke of “colossal fires con- 
centrated all around the area.” 
The captain of another bomber 
declared “our planes over the tar- 
get were as thick as traffic in

MUST DEFERMENT OF FARM 
WORKERS ORDERED BY WMC 


Local Boards Are Told Not to Draft Agricul- 
tural Employes. Even If They Then 
~ Cannot Fill Quotas. 


WASHINGTON, March 6 (AP). 
—The War Manpower Commission 
told local draft boards tonight to 
keep farm workers in deferred 
classifications—even if the quotas 


for the armed forces cannot then 
be met. The commission also is- 
sued three other new instructions 
designed to help meet the farm 
labor shortage: 

1. Any man with farming ex- 
perience who is now in other work 
should be classified as farm-de- 
ferred (Class 2-C or 3-C) if he goes 
back to agriculture as a regular 
job before notified to appear for 
induction. 

2. State and county war boards 
of the Department of Agriculture 
may request the deferment of a 
necessary farm worker’ even 
though the worker himself or his 
employer does not seek the defer- 
ment, The boards also may appeal 
from decisions of local draft 
boards, 

3 If a draft board finds that 
a farm worker is not producing 
enough to justify his deferment it 
must refer his case to a county 
war board and allow 30 days for 
him to be placed in another job 
before it can draft him, 

To gain draft deferment a farm 


worker is required to produce a 
minimum output fixed by formulas 
prepared by the Department of 
Agriculture. Cases of workers fail- 
ing to meet these requirements 
heretofore have been referred to 
the United States Employment 
Service. The new order is de- 
signed to give local farm boards 
greater influence. 

The Manpower Commission is- 
sued this memorandum to draft 
boards: 

“Having made its decision that 
an individual registrant is neces- 
sary to and regularly engaged in 
an agricultural occupation or en- 
deavor essential to the war effort, 
the local board has no further dis- 
cretion and must defer the regis- 
trant. 

- “No desire to meet calls for man 
power should in any manner influ- 
ence the local board’s decision. 
Calls which cannot be met without 
taking registrants considered 
necessary to and regularly engaged 
in agricultural occupations or en- 
deavors essential to*the war effort 
should be left unfilled.” 

The Selective Service system 
said nearly 500,000 farm workers 
had been placed in 2-C and 3-C in 
recent weeks, About 171,600 were

said early today. 

Royal Air Force and _ Allied 
fighters escorted the bombers. 

“Bombing results were satisfac- 
tory” at Brest where the Liber- 
ators struck, and at Lorient, Ger- 
man submarine base, the Fort- 
resses “obtained excellent results,” 
the communique said, 

Three bombers and two fighters 
were lost. 

Many hits were observed in the 
target area at Lorient, a naval 
power station was left in flames 
and a railroad bridge partly de- 
stroyed by direct hits. 

Large Area Set Afire in Essen. 

An area of several square miles 
in Essen was set ablaze by the 
bombers carrying the Allied aerial 
offensive against the Germans 
through the tenth successive night. 

Canadian pilots returning from 
the “very heavy and concentrated” 
assault reported one “colossal ex- 
plosion” which lit the whole target 
area and sent flames leaping hun- 
dreds of feet. They said they must 
have hit a powder factory or an 
ammunition storehouse in the vast 
Krupp works, where 175,000 muni- 
tions workers are employed. 

The bombs rained down for 40 
minutes, and 160 miles away on 
their return flight, the pilots still 
could see the flames. The R. A. F. 
lost 14 bombers. 

$ Tons Every 4 Seconds. 

The air correspondent of the 
Sunday Express asserted that ap- 
proximately 1575 tons of high ex- 
plosive and fire bombs were un- 
loaded on Essen. 

(Since Britain’s heavy bombers 
can carry up to eight tons of 
bombs, the figure above would in- 
dicate a force of between 200 and 
300 planes.) 

“For 35 minutes,” said the writer, 
Edward J. Hart, “heavy bombs 
and incendiaries rained down at 
the rate of three tons every four 
seconds.”

6 Destroyers Chased

WASHINGTON, March 6 (AP).— 
The Navy disclosed tonight that a 
single American submarine has 
sunk 13 Japanese ships—10 cargo 
vessels and three warships. 

The submarine, which was not 
named, was commanded by Lieut. 
Commander Lucius Henry Chap- 
pell, 38 years old, of Columbus, Ga. 
Its impressive record was an- 
nounced in a statement recounting 
some of its experiences. 

On one occasion the submarine 
torpedoed a Japanese freighter and 
Chappell “promptly squared off for 
a chase,” the Navy related, “an- 
ticipating that the Jap would 
either make for the bay or try to 
beach his ship. To his surprise, 
the Jap skipper did neither. In- 
stead, the crew of little yellow men 
began. pouring overboard and 
swimming away like sixty.” 

“We soon learned the reason,” 
Chappell explained. “After a very 
few minutes that ship blew up 
with the damnedest explosion I 
ever saw. I guess he was loaded 
with ammunition.” 

A few months after Pearl Har- 
bor, Chappell and his crew had the 
experience of having an entire 
Japanese battle fleet steam over 
them while they lay submerged 
and unable to attack lest they be 
discovered and destroyed them- 
selves, 

This incident started with the 
sinking of a destroyer. The Navy’s 
account said:

Fall Cuts Off Wedge 
Pointed at Capital for 
18 Miles, Exposes Ger- 
man Position at Vyazma. 


MOSCOW, March 6 (AP).—The 
Red Army stormed Gzhatsk, 100 
miles west of Moscow, today to 
wipe out the biggest threat to the 
Soviet capital and one which the 
Russians had been trying to re- 
move for a year and a half, a 
special Russian communique said 
today. 

The Russian midnight communi- 
que, issued after the special com- 
munique, described the capture of 
Gzhatsk in these words:

, which publicly urged him to 
exercise to the ful] the authority 
vested in him by the President. It 
was the first large-scale aaeenien 
of power by the White House, an 
the amplest to date except in the 


case of James F. Byrnes, economic 
stabilizer. 


The President empowered Nel- 
son to exercise general direction 
over the war procurement and pro- 
duction program, and to determine 
the policies and procedures of all 
Federal agencies concerned. The 
scope of the executive order was 
so broad that it was interpreted 
at the time as giving jurisdiction 
to Nelson over war output as a 
whole including synthetic rubber, 
and also over man power and food. 


Followed First Report. 

The order, which abolished the 
Office of Production Management 
and the Supply Priorities and Al- 
location Board, and set up WPB 
in their place, was issued Jan. 16, 
1942, the day after the Truman 
Committee’s first interim report 
was presented to the Senate. It is 
generally believed that this report 
was responsible for the creation of 
WPB. 


Testifying soon afterward, Nel- 
son informed the committee that 
he believed he had sufficient au- 
thority to take all necessary action, 
and pledged himself to exercise his 
powers and get the war job done.

Local Boards Are Told Not to Draft Agricul- 
tural Employes Even If They Then 
Cannot Fill Quotas. 


WASHINGTON, March 6 (AP). 
—The War Manpower Commission 
told local draft boards tonight to 
keep farm workers in deferred 
classifications—even if the quotas 


for the armed forces cannot then 
be met. The commission also is- 
sued three other new instructions 
designed to help meet the farm 
labor shortage: 

1. Any man with farming ex- 
perience who is now in other work 
should be classified as farm-de- 
ferred (Class 2-C or 3-C) if he goes 
back to agriculture as a regular 
job before notified to appear for 
induction. 

2. State and county war boards 
of the Department of Agriculture 


necessary farm worker’ even 
though the worker himself or his 
employer does not seek the defer- 
ment, The boards also may appeal 
from decisions of local draft 
boards. 

3. If a draft board finds that 
a farm worker is not producing 
enough to justify his deferment it 
must refer his case to a county 
war board and allow 30 days for 
him to be placed in another job 
before it can draft him.

worker is required to produce a 
minimum output fixed by formulas 
prepared by the Department of 
Agriculture. Cases of workers fail- 
ing to meet these requirements 
heretofore have been referred to 
the United States Employment 
Service. The new order is de- 
signed to give local farm boards 
greater influence.

2000 NEW TIRES REQUIRED 
DAILY BY BRITISH EIGHTH ARMY 


Rubber Wears Out Quickly in 
Desert and Force Rolls on 
720,000 Wheels. 


CAIRO, March 6 (AP).—It took 
2400 tons of supplies daily, deliv- 
ered under the most difficult con- 
ditions, to keep the British Eighth 
Army going on its 1500-mile drive 
from El Alamein to Tripoli in pur- 
suit of the Afrika Korps. 

The staggering problems which 
its “Q” branch met and solved dur- 
ing the campaign were described 
by Lieut, Gen. Sir Wilfred Gordon 
Lindsell, in charge of administra- 
tion.

“Bombing results were satisfac- 
tory” at Brest where the Liber- 
ators struck, and at Lorient, Ger- 
man submarine base, the Fort- 
resses “obtained excellent results,” 
the communique said. 

Three bombers and two fighters 
were lost. 

Many hits were observed in the 
target area at Lorient, a naval 
power station was left in flames 
and a railroad bridge partly de- 
stroyed by direct hits. 

Large Area Set Afire in Essen. 

An area of several square miles 
in Essen was set ablaze by the 
bombers carrying the Allied aerial 
offensive against the Germans 
through the tenth successive night. 

Canadian pilots returning from 
the “very heavy ana concentrated” 
assault reported one “colossal ex- 
plosion” which lit the whole target 
area and sent flames leaping hun- 
dreds of feet. They said they must 
have hit a powder factory or an 
ammunition storehouse in the 
Krupp works, where 175,000 muni- 
tions workers are employed. 

The bombs rained down for 40 
minutes, and 160 miles away on 
their return flight, the pilots still 
could see the flames. The R. A. F. 
lost 14 bombers. 

$8 Tons Every 4 Seconds. 

The air correspondent of the 
Sunday Express asserted that ap- 
proximately 1575 tons of high ex- 
plosive and fire bombs were un- 
loaded on Essen. 

(Since Britain's heavy bombers 
can carry up to eight ‘tons of 
bombs, the figure above would in- 
dicate a force of between 200 and 
300 planes.)

13 Jap Vessels 


6 Destroyers Chased 
Undersea Craft— 
Battle Fleet Passed 
Over It. 


WASHINGTON, March 6 (AP).— 
The Navy disclosed tonight that a 
single American submarine has 
sunk 13 Japanese ships—10 cargo 
vessels and three warships. 

The submarine, which was not 
named, was commanded by Lieut. 
Commander Lucius Henry Chap- 
pell, 38 years old, of Columbus, Ga. 
Its impressive record was an- 
nounced in a statement recounting 
some of its experiences. 

On one occasion the submarine 


torpedoed a Japanese freighter and 
Chappell “promptly squared off for 
a chase,” the Navy related, “an- 
ticipating that the Jap would 
either make for the bay or try to 
beach his ship. To his surprise, 
the Jap skipper did neither. In- 
stead, the crew of little yellow men 
began pouring overboard and 
swimming away like sixty.” 

“We soon learned the reason,” 
Chappell explained. “After a very 
few minutes that ship blew up 
with the damnedest explosion I 
ever saw. I guess he was loaded 
with ammunition.” 

A few months after Pearl Har- 
bor, Chappell and his crew had the 
experience of having an entire 
Japanese battle fleet steam over 
them while they lay submerged 
and unable to attack lest they be 
discovered and destroyed them- 
selves.

MOSCOW, March 6 (AP).—The 
Red Army stormed Gzhatsk, 100 
miles west of Moscow, today to 
wipe out the biggest threat to the 
Soviet capital, a special Russian 


communique said today. 

The Russian midnight communi- 
que, issued after the special com- 
munique, described the capture of 
Gzhatsk in these words: 

“The Germans, utilizing the 
natural defenses of the terrain, 
fortified all approaches to the 
town. After Rzhev the town of 
Gzhatsk was one of the most im- 
portant German strong points. 

“After fierce fighting our units 
captured dozens of populated 
places, by-passed the town from 
the north and south and after two 
attacks captured Gzhatsk. Only to- 
day in the fighting on this sector 
more than a regiment of enemy 
infantry was wiped out. Captured 
war material is being counted.” 

Gzhatsk, 60 miles southeast of 
recaptured Rzhev, had been a 
Nazi spearhead pointed at Moscow 
for a year and a half. Its capture 
released a three-directional Rus- 
sian drive on Vyazma, 35 miles 
west on the road to Smolensk, 
main German base to the west.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 


AUSTRALIA, March 7 (Sunday) 
(AP).—Three Japanese light cruis- 
ers were among the 22 ships lost 
by the enemy in the sinking of the 
Bismarck Sea convoy by Allied 
planes, the high. command an- 
nounced today. 

Previous communiques on the 
aerial annihilation of the New 
Guinea-bound convoy March 2-3-4 
had listed the ships sunk as 10 
warships and 12 transports, loaded 
with 15,000 troops, but had de- 
scribed the warships only as cruis- 
ers or destroyers. 

“The composition of the enemy’s 
10 warships which guarded his 12 
transports is now reported as three 
light cruisers and seven destroy- 
ers,” said the noon communique 
from Gen. Douglas MacArthur's 
headquarters. 

“In the battle of the Bismarck 
Sea which terminated yesterday 
(when planes blasted to the bottom 
barges with troops adrift from the 
sunken ships), approximately 136 
of our aircraft participated,” the 
communique related. 

226 Tons of Bombs Dropped. 

“The enemy’s air force employed 
approximately 150 planes of which 
102 were definitely observed as put 
out of action, Our planes dropped 
226 tons of bombs. Eighty direct 
hits were observed and 63 near 
misses or hits. 

“Our losses were one heavy 
bomber and three fighters shot 
down, a number seriously damaged 
and others receiving minor dam- 


age. 

“All but the four destroyed in 
combat returned to base. We had 
no other losses.” 

Of the 102 enemy planes put out 
of action, 63 were confirmed as 
destroyed, headquarters spokesmen 
said, and these losses included 
planes destroyed on the ground at 
Lae during the Bismarck Sea ac- 
tion. 

After classifying the warships in 
the convoy the communique added: 

“All including the transports 
were sunk. The ground forces 
which the enemy attempted to 
land, the strength of which is es- 
timated at 15,000, are now identi- 
fied probably as of the Sist ‘and 
20th divisions with certain other 
special troops. All perished.” 

They were bound for Lae, a 
base now menaced from the south 
by advancing Allied ground troops 
and which was raided heavily by 
swarms of Allied planes Thursday 
and Friday but today’s commu- 
nique made no mention of further 
aerial activity there. 

Other Small Raids. 

It told of a raid by a single 
bomber on the airdrome area at 
Cape Gloucester, New Britain, and 
by another on the building area of 
Alexishafen, New Guinea, above 
Lae.

transferred to those classes

“Over half of these men, 
they not been transferred, would 
in all probability have been in- 
ducted into the armed forces, de- 
priving agriculture of their serv- 
ices,” the Selective Service said. 

It estimated that more than 
three million farm workers will 
have received agricultural defer- 
ment by the end of this year. Some 
6500 farm workers are being re- 
classified daily into deferred 
status. 

Fund Request Slashed. 

Meanwhile a House Appropria- 
tions Subcommittee slashed by 
more than 50 per cent the funds 
sought by the Department of Ag- 
riculture to recruit farm labor. 
The action was aimed not at the 
recruiting program itself but was 
designed to bring the Administra- 
tion’s program more in line with 
congressional views. 

The subcommittee’s action fol- 
lowed hearings on the Department 
of Agriculture program for re- 
cruiting farm workers’ chiefly 
through the Farm Security Ad- 
ministration. 

The department wanted 65 mil- 
lion dollars to recruit and trans- 
port labor to farms. Of this, six 
millions would have been allocated 
to the Agriculture Extension Serv- 
ice to obtain the services of three 
million persons for intrastate farm 
labor. The remaining 59 million 
dollars would have gone to the 
Farm Security Administration for 
interstate movement at Govern- 
ment expense of 350,000 seasonal 
workers and 42,000 to be employed 
On a year-around basis. 

The subcommittee reduced the 
total apparently in the belief the 
plan should first be given a test, 
with indications that additional 
funds would be forthcoming later 
if the program proved successful. 
At the same time the subcommit- 
tee recommended that. the entire 
program be placed under the Ex- 
tension Service on the ground that 
it already has a working organiza- 
tion for the purpose. 

This would deny the farm Se- 
curity Administration any connec- 
tion with the program. This 
agency’s function primarily is to 
give financial and other aid to 
small farmers. It has been criti- 
cised by some farm organizations 
on the ground that its policies are 
socialistic and constitute regimen- 
tation. A controversy between 
Farm Security and the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration over 
domination of the new food pro- 
duction administration in January 
led to the resignation of Herbert 
W. Parisius as Production Admin- 
istrator when Secretary Wickard 
resolved the dispute in favor of 
the AAA. 

The subcommittee is nearing the 
end of long hearings and is ex- 
pected to report next week to the 
full Appropriations Committee, 
which, with the House itself, al- 
ready has rewritten several other 
administration programs this ses- 
sion.

AUTO INDUSTRY SETS 
“UP MAN-POWER GROUP 


Automotive Coun@il Acts to 
Obtain Fullest Efficient Use 
of Available Personnel. 


DETROIT, March 6 (AP). 
Formation of a man-power utiliza- 
tion committee of the Automotive 
Council for War Production was 
announced today by Alvin Macauley, 
president of the council. 

Created in expectation of far- 
reaching man-power shortages, it 
will obtain the fullest efficient 
utilization of manpower in the in- 
dustry’s war production plants. 

The committee, made up of near- 
ly a score of executives of the lead- 
ing automotive companies, is head- 
ed by C. E. Wilson, president of 
General Motors Corporation. 

“Through the council,” Macauley 
said, “the companies that have de- 
veloped and proved methods for 
handling such problems as absen- 
teeism, training, transportation, 
health and safety, employment of 


women workers, improved produc- 
tion schedules, etc., will share the 
benefit of their experience with all 
other companies in the industry. 

“Up to this point the automotive 
industry has not experienced any 
acute shortage of personnel, as the 
industry widely subcontracts its 
war work across many states. But 
with the national supply of man 
power acutely strained by the con- 
tinued expansion of the armed 
forces and the heavy requirements 
of both industry and agriculture, 
it is only a question of time before 
this industry will be confronted 
with major man-power shortages, .. 

“The industry for some time has 
devoted its technical ingenuity and 
skill to producing more and more 
from less and less, in terms of ma- 
terials. From this time forward 
the industry’s other major objec- 
tive will be to produce more and 
more with the workers available. 
This does not mean that the pro- 
gram will involve doing more than 
is cofipatible with sound produc- 
tion rates from the standpoint of 
the physical well-being of the work- 
ers.”

STATISTICS ON STRIKES 

IN U. S. WAR INDUSTRIES 
WASHINGTON, March 6 
(AP). 
HE War Labor Board an- 
T nounced today it will no 
longer issue’ statistics on 
strikes in war industries. 

The board said this was be- 
cause: The war effort now af- 
fects practically every industry 
in the nation; the ratio of man- 
days lost through strikes to the 
total time worked “is virtually 
the same in the so-called war 
industries as in the non-war in- 
dustries.” 

Hereafter, said the board, 
figures on strikes will be issued 
by the Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics of the Department of Labor, 
but they will not differentiate 
between war and other indus- 
tries. 

An interdepartmental com- 
mittee on strike statistics, com- 
posed of members from the 
War, Navy and Labor Depart- 
ments, WLB, War Production 
Board and Maritime Commis- 
sion, will no longer function. 
The announcement said the ac- 
tion was taken on the recom- 

mendation of the committee it- 
self. 


10 FEET OF ICE CUT THROUGH 
SMASHING MISSISSIPPI CHANNEL 


Ice packs 10 féet high in the 
Mississippi River near Clarksville, 


Mo., about 100 miles north of St. 
Louis, were cracked open yester- 
day as the Coast Guard pushed 
its drive to smash a channel as 
far north as St. Paul. The Del 
Commune, U. S. Engineers’ vessel 
fitted with an 85-ton ice plow, 
was expected to crash through to 
Hannibal by tomorrow.

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SMALL CHILDREN 
BURNED (0 DEATH 


Mother Had 
Them In for Nap, Gone 
to Visit Neighbor Near 
Nameoki, IIl. 


The three children of Mr. and 
Mrs. Nicholas Hegel—Mary Ann, 
2% years old; Nicholas Jr., 18 
months, and Judith, 5 months— 
were burned to death yesterday in 
a fire that swept through their 


three-room frame house at Pon- 
toon Beach, Pontoon road, Long 
Lake, near Nameoki, III. 

The fire apparently started soon 
after Mrs. Mary Hegel, 21, the 
mother, had tucked the children 
into their beds for their afternoon 
naps and had gone to visit a 
neighbor, Mrs. Carter Hankins, 
who lives two doors away. The 
father was on his way home from 
the General Steel Castings Corpo- 
ration, Granite City, where he is 
empl6yed as a mechanic. 
Neighbors in the small com- 
munity, which consists of about 
25 clubhouse-type dwellings occu- 
pied, for the most part, by war 
workers and their families, dis- 
covered the fire, A yardman notl- 
fied O. H. Jones, owner of the 
place, which is a summer resort 
in normal times. 

Jones’ wife set out to find Mrs. 
Hegel. Meanwhile, men gathered 
about the little house, the interior 
of which was described as “look- 
ing like the inside of a furnace.” 
Flames spread so rapidly that they 
could not get inside. 

When neighbors found Mrs. 
Hegel she told them her children 
were in the house. They were 
forced to restrain her to keep her 
from entering the building. 

As Hegel arrived home from 
work, the charred bodies of his 
children were being carried from 
the smoking ruins. 

Jones said the house was 
equipped with a coal stove and 
an oil cooking stove. He estimated 
damage to the house and furnish-

Gen. Kenney Writes of Awards to Robert T. 
Jones and George B. Munroe Jr. for 
Service in Southwest Pacific. 


Capt. Robert Terry Jones of 
Webster Groves and Capt. George 
B. Munroe Jr. of Kirkwood have 
been awarded the Distinguished 
Flying Cross for “extraordinary 
achievement” in operations in the 
Southwest Pacific, relatives here 
were notified in letters received 
yesterday from Australia, 

The letters came not from the 
men themselves, but from Lieut. 
Gen. George C. Kenney, Com- 
mander of the Allied Air Forces in 
the Southwest Pacific. They were 
dated Feb. 18 from headquarters 
of the Fifth Air Force. 

Gen. Kenney wrote that Capt. 
Jones, a navigator, and Capt. Mun- 
roe, a pilot with a Flying Fortress 
squadron from Dec, 8, 1941, to 
Nov. 6, 1942, had participated in 
more than 200 reconnaissance mis- 
sions over territory continually 
patrolled by enemy fighter air- 
craft. Some of the missions in- 
volved long-range, single-plane 
reconnaissancé over enemy bases, 
airdromes and shipping in the face 
of heavy anti-aircraft fire. 

The D. F. C. was awarded to 
each man in recognition of his 
courageous, fearless service to his 
combat organization, his fellow 
American armies, his country, his 
home and to you,” Gen. Kenney 
wrote Capt. Jones’ wife and Capt. 
Munroe’s mother. “These opera- 
tions aided considerably in recent 
successes in this theater,” he 
added. 


Capt. Jones, who is 25 years old, 


is the son of Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
liam B. Jones, 248 Rosemont ave- 
nue. He married Miss Jane Ains- 
worth Rickey, daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Branch Rickey, here last 
Dec, 18. He arrived in Hawaii 
seven minutes after the Japanese 
attacked Pearl Harbor, assisted in 
evacuating Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur from the Philippines, and 
won Silver Star decorafions for 
gallantry in the Philippine cam- 
paign and the Coral Sea battle. 

Capt. Munroe, 24, is the son 
of Mr. and Mrs. George B. 
Munroe, 345 East Argonne 
drive. He enlisted in the air 
corps after his graduation 
from the Missouri School of Mines 
in June, 1940. In February, 1942, 
the plane on which he was serv- 
ing as navigator was forced down 
on an island near Australia after 
a bombing mission. It took the 
crew nine days to hack their way 
through a jungle to safety.

A8-TOUR WORK WEEK 
MAY BE SET UP FIRE 


Patriotic Duty if It Will In- 
crease War Output, Work 
Area Director Says. 
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Employers in the St. Louis dis 
trict may adopt the 48-hour work 
week in compliance with President 
Roosevelt’s executive order for 
such working time even though St. 
Louis is not one of the 32 areas in 
the nation where critical labor 
shortages exist, T. L. Gaukel, area 
director of the War Manpower 


Commission, announced yesterday. 

It is the. patriotic duty of em- 
ployers here, Gaukel said, to es 
tablish the 48-hour week if such 
action will increase essential war 
production and release some work- 
ers for suitable employment in 
areas and industries where there 
is a Man power shortage. 

Although the President’s order 
supersedes any union agreement, 
overtime is to be paid @ it is so 
provided in a collective bargain- 
ing contract, or if employment is 
covered by the Wage and Hour 
Law, he explained. 

St. Louls employers with eight 
or more workers engaged in min- 
ing, milling or dressing of non- 
ferrous metals and their ores and 
in logging and woodworking in- 
dustries are subject to the 48-hour 
minimum work week order. For 
these industries, Gaukel said, the 
order becomes effective on, or be- 
fore, April 1, the same time as it 
becomes effective for the 32 criti- 
cal areas, 

If an emp'oyer can show that 
workers he will be required to re- 
lease by adopting the longer work 
week are not likely to obtain other 
suitable work and would thus be 
unemployed, the employer will be 
authorized to extend the work, 
week then release the affected em- 
ployes 


in accordance with «@ 
schedule approved by the WMC. 

Small businesses with f than 
eight employes are exempt from 
complying with the order, and em- 
polyers who can show it would be 
impractical to operate on a 48 
hour basis, may also be exempt up- 
on submitting evidence to this ef- 
fect for approval by the lecal 
WMC office, 419 Paul Brown 
Building. 

WMC expects the order to be 
largely self-enforcing, Guakel said, 
but such investigations as are nec- 
essary will be made by the United 
States Employment Service here.

He Says Ohio G. O. P. 
Delegation Will ‘Likely 
Be Pledged to Me as a 


Favorite Son.’ 


LINCOLN, Neb., March 6 (AP). 
~—Gov, John W. Bricker of Ohio, 
mentioned frequently as a possible 
Republican party presidential can- 
didate in 1944, offered tonight “the 
American way of life—to live and 
let live, to live and help live,” as 
an “everlasting code of concord 
among the nations of the world.” 

Bricker, in a speech at a Ne 
braska Republigan Founders’ day 
banquet, criticised the administra- 
tion’s policies in regard to both 
man power and food shortages, and 
outlined his views of postwar 
America and its part in world co- 
operation. 

Earlier Bricker told reporters in 
response to queries about his can- 
didacy that “the Ohio delegation 
will likely be pledged to me &g a 
favorite son.” The Republican 
party, he added, has many able 
men available for the nomination. 

“Postwar America must be a 
land where private enterprise is 
secure, where the individual will be 
willing to venture, where the hope 
of reward for individual initiative 
will outweigh the fear of loss,” 
Bricker said in his address. 

“It is that spirit of venture—of 
taking a chance—that has built 
America. If it lives America lives.” 


Comment on Man Power. 


Turning to the man-power short- 
age, Bricker asserted “it .s appar- 
ent there is utter incompetence to 
solve it in Washington.” 

He suggested that Federal em- 
ployes who are of war age, able- 
bodied and who have asked for de- 
ferment “go irito the army and re- 
lease the productive power of 
America, at least for this farming 
period and take the heel of Gov- 
ernment off the neck of the people 
of America.” 

Bricker laid the food shortage to 
the “paradoxical program of at- 
tempting to achieve abundance and 
Loos sage by killing off live- 
stock. e travesty of this lies 
in the fact that starvation stalks 
throughout the world and hunger 
is at our very doors.” 

Against ‘Static Existence.’ 

Bricker said he wanted a post- 
war America “where:there will be 
work to do and security in jobs, 
but I want something more than 
that. No American who labors, 
who has iron in his blood or gran- 
ite in his character, ever will be 
content with a static existence. 

“If I know anything of the great 
mind of the great mass of people 
of America and those who labor 
especially, I am convinced that 
they want the opportunity to make 
their way to the top through the 
exercise of the native capacities 
with which God endowed them. 
They want to’ provide for their 
families—to buy their homes. That 
is the living spirit of the new 
world for which we strive.” 

He asserted the “New Deal ought 
to learn what the people of Amer- 
ica already know—that there is no 
individual wise enough to. ordain 
the future or to regiment agricul- 
ture in this country.” 

Rural America, he added, “must 
go on full production this year. 
It must have some relaxation of 
government _ restrictions. The 
patriotism of the farmer has and 
will again respond, but it will take 
the hardest work, the longest 
hours and the blessings of good 
weather to keep our production 
anywhere near war needs.”

Confirming reports that she had 
gone to Ottawa to study the system 
there, Secretary Perkins said to 
the Post-Dispatch today that she 
had no intention at this time of 
recommending adoption here of the 
Canadian method. Later, of course, 
jja shift in policy might necessitate 

making use of some phases of Can- 
ada’s system, and she wishes to be 
prepared, she explained. 

Chief feature of the Canadian 
system that has come under the 
study of Department of Labor ex- 
perts is that which provides for an 
automatic increase in wages every 
time there is a one-point rise in the 
cost of living index. When a rise 
of one point has been recorded 
wage earners automatically get an 
increase of 25 cents a week. This 
provision covers all workers re- 
ceiving less than $175 a month. — 

Miss Perkins expressed doubt 
that such a system could be adopt- 
ed here, since substantial price 
rises took place before a ceiling 
was put on prices. Since those

Taking August, 1939 as 100, the 
cost of living index in the United 
States had risen by December, 1942 
to 117, most of this rise occurring 
before the price ceiling was ap- 
plied. In Canada, where a ceiling 
was put on earlier, the increase be- 
tween October, 1941, and July, 1942 
was only 2.4 points. 

Canada had the courage to ap- 
ply a ceiling to wages as well as 
to prices. Wages were omitted in 
the law adopted in this country, 
due to the pressure of organized 
labor. The Canadian law provides 
for adjustments under the wage 
ceiling where inequalities can be 
shown to exist. 

The record shows, however, that 
there have been very few exemp- 
tions granted. Regional labor 
boards in Canada have been able 
to dispose of most of the 6181 cases 
that have arisen. Of this number 
only 236 came before the national 
board. in Ottawa, and out of that 
total only 96 increases were 
granted. Organized labor in Canada 
is, of course, less powerful than 
in this counfry, and consequently 
the pressure for wage increases has 
not been as great. 

Her study of the Canadian sys- 
tem has convinced her, Miss 
Perkins says, that it is not’ mate- 
rially different from what is being 
attempted in the United States. 
Under both systems, she points out, 
there has been a tremendous re- 
classification and upgrading in 
every industry. It is in this way 
that the number of skilled workers 
has more or less kept pace with 
the rapidly increasing demand. 
Those who feared in the early days 
of the war boom that there would 
not be enough skilled workmen 
forgot that this process would in- 
evitably take place. 

It has, of course, greatly in# 
creased the national wage bill, both 
in Canada and the United States. 
As men are reclassified and up- 
graded from unskilled to skilled 
classifications, thelr wages are in- 
creased, although, Miss Perkins 
points out, this does not constitute 
a rise in the wage rate. 

The problem in this country is

Absenteeism Growing Worse, Says 
Admiral at Launching. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 6 (AP). 

—Rear Admiral Edward L. Coch- 
rane said today that “absenteeism 
and job shifting” has been “grow- 
ing worse instead of better” in a 
speech at the launching of the 
cruiser Astoria at the Cramp Ship- 
building Co. yards. 
’ Admiral] Cochrane, chief of the Bu- 
reau of Ships of the Navy Depart- 
ment, said that in shipyards engaged 
in work for the Navy, during last 
December, there was a total of 
“nearly 18 million man-hours lost 
through workers failing to report 
on the job. This loss would have 
been more than sufficient to have 
completed from the keel up two 
cruisers of the proportions of the 
one we are launching.” 

“An even more appalling loss of 
man power,” he continued, “re- 
sulted from the numbers of work- 
ers who quit their jobs outright. 
As a national average for last De- 
cember the shipyards lost eight, 
out of every 100 workers employed. 
. « « We cannot be too charitable 
about the matter when we find 
that absences fall off almost to the 
zero point on paydays and then 
take a phenomenal rise on Mon- 
days when hundreds of cases of ‘24 
hour pneumonia’ are reported.”

When Velikie Luki, 150 miles 
west of Rzhev, fell to the Russians 
early in January the German gar- 
rison at Rzhev became imperilled. 
Berlin early this week announced 
the “evacuation according to plan” 
of Rzhev, although the Russians 
said the town fell only after a vio- 
lent fight.

REBUILDING CHINA 


Generalissimo Publishes 
Book Saying Nation’s 
Destiny Will Be Decid- 
ed in Next Two Years. 


CHUNGKING, March 6 (AP).— 
‘Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
proposes a 10-year reconstruction 
plan for China, including the 
building of 20,000 transport planes, 
a review of his new book “China’s 
Destiny” disclosed today. 

His program ,calls for 2,460,000 
graduates from various grades of 
technical and vocational schools, 
compared with 417,000 during the 
last five years. 

“China is now at the crossroads 
—her destiny has to be decided 
during this period of war of re- 
sistance, that is, within the com- 
ing two years,” he declares. 

Chiang says that China entered 
on a new phase of national re- 
construction with the abolition of 
extraterritoriality treaties and 
that economic reconstruction as 
outlined by the late Dr. Sun Yat- 
gen, founder of the Chinese re- 
public, is most urgent and essen- 
tial. 

In his conclusion, Chiang sees 
the Kuomintang party function- 
ing as the nerve center in the 
task of national reconstruction 
and likens the Sanminchui youth 
corps to new blood corpuscles. 

Defining his attitude towards 
other parties, he says: “I have no 
preconception against various 
ideologies and organizations.” He 
adds, however, that he hopes other 
parties will not impede national 
reconstruction by illegal measures 
such as maintaining troops and 
asserting regional domination, but 
will join in the national effort. 

“The destiny of China,” he 
writes, “rests upon the shoulders 
of our people and is to be de- 
cided today when the war is go- 
ing on. This is no time for inde- 
cision and vacillation, much less 
for the blind following of and 
dependence on others. 

Future Up To People Themselves. 

“In the past China’s destiny de- 
pended on diplomacy. In the fu- 
ture China’s destiny will depend 
on internal administration, that 
is to say, it will be decided by the 
people themselves. If our internal 
administration could be unified, 
ouf national strength consolidated 
and, in addition, if our people 
would struggle like one man with 
all their might, then the destiny 
of China would be that of inde- 
pendence and freedom.” 

Chiang warns that any re 
emergence of feudal-minded war- 
lords would destroy China’s unity 
and obstruct her national recon- 
struction. He emphasizes the im- 
portance of sympathy, justice, re- 
sponsibility to duty, pure unself- 
ishness and absolute sincerity. 

He attributes the continued ex- 
istence of the Chinese people for 
5000 years to Chinese ability to

WAVES AND SPARS 
SEEK 2000 RECRUITS 


Enlisted Women, Officers 
Needed to Relieve Men 
for Sea Duty. 


An intensive 45-day campaign to 
recruit 2000 Waves and Spars 
from metropolitan St. Louis will 
be started tomorrow by the Navy 
and Coast Guard, it was announced 
yesterday. 

Sponsoring the campaign is a 
civilian committee of 100 business 


men and women, labor leaders and 
civic officials. Oscar Zahner, an 
advertis:ng’ executive, will act as 
chairman of the committee, which 
will utilize all public’ relations 
media to acquaint women with 
the opportunities offered in Navy 
and Coast Guard Women's Re- 
serves. 

Since the Navy and Coast Guard 
began recruiting women, last De- 
cember, 600 Waves and Spars have 
been enlisted through the St. Louis 
office. In contrast to this there 
are at present five Wave officers, 
one Spar officer, and one Wave 
‘enlisted woman on duty here. 


Lieut. N. L. Crabtree, Navy pub- 


lic relations officer here, explained 
that most of the Waves and Spars 
are still in: training to take over 
shore duty now delegated to men. 
As Navy expands more and more 
of the men will be transferred to 
sea duty and women will be needed 
to fill their share of positions, he 
said. 


Qualifications for enlistment in 
either of the two women’s re 
serves are as follows: 


The applicant must be an Ameri- 
can citizen between the ages of 
20 and 36, to become an enlisted 
woman; between the ages of 20 
and 49 to become an officer: must 
have at least two years of high 
school or business school to be- 
come an enlisted woman; have a 
college degree or two years of 
college work, plus at least two 
years of acceptable business or 
professional experience to become 
an officer.

BROWN URGES MORE SHARING 
OF AUTOS; 0¢ D TO PLAN POOLS 


WASHINGTON, March 6 (AP). 
~—Price Administrator Prentiss M. 
Brown issued a-new appeal tonight 
for people to share their cars and, 
in the East, to refrain from pleas- 
ure driving.

He emphasizes that territories 
which China has hitherto pos- 
sessed are all essential to her na- 
tional existence. 

After the 1911 revolution the 
Chinese people did not follow 
steadfastly Sun Yat-sen’s plan of 
national reconstruction but laid 
stress merely on . the forms of 
democratic instigutions, failing to 
build a solid foundation for a pop-- 
ular government, he points out. He 
says foreign concessions and set- 
tlements and garrisoned areas 
rendered China’s defense system 
ineffective. The prevalence of 
opium smoking, gambling and 
prostitution in concessions and set- 
tlements greatly affected the 
morals of the Chinese people, he 
adds. 

Between the Mukden incident of 
1931 and the outbreak of -war in 
1937, Chiang says, he made all 
preparations within his power for 
final reckoning with Japan. In 
making war with China, the Gen- 
eralissimo writes, the Japanese 
militarists thought the initiative 
was all on their side.

| Lieut. Col. Winston W. Kratz, 
veteran St, Louis civilian pilot and 
airlines executive who was one of 
the first American pilots to par- 
ticipate in intruder patrol work 
over Germany, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter last night of the technique 
now being employed to harass the 
enemy in Germany and German- 
occupied territories. 

Col. Kratz, who has been in Eng- 
land nine months with the United 
States Air Fighter Command, said 
that for the last seven months he 
had been on almost continuous in- 
truder duty, which consists largely 
in hovering above German airports 
at night waiting a chance to de- 
stroy Nazi war planes taking off 
or landing. 

“The only defense against tac- 
tics of this sort is anti-aircraft 
fire,” Col. Kratz said, “and that is 
the principal hazard of intruder 
work. But intruder work is very 
in disrupting German 
bombing flights and training oper- 
ations.”

One Record Established. 

But, without taking any of the 
credit away from the finely- 
rounded squad of NYU’ers, the 
big thrills for the slim crowd of 
about 8000 were turned in by a 
couple of collegians from other 
schools. Chief of these were board- 
burning Burnham and Bill Vessie, 
Columbia’s co-holder of the Na- 
tional A, A. VU. high jump title.

The next candidates 
are graded at 20-10-5 and they in- 
clude Amber Light, Pop’s Pick, 
Seven Hearts and Slide Rule. 
Prices range on up to 400 to l, 
the odds laid against Toss Up. 

The short price against Count 
Fieet is in part due to the fact 
that Occupation, leading money- 
winner among the juveniles last 
year, is not entered and also to 
the splendid distance performances 
of Count Fleet toward the close 
of last season.

Not a Jap could be seen. The 
sky was blue, the sun was warm. 

Our fellows in broken formation 
were sitting around, talking to one 
another and smoking. The slope 
we were on was broken terrain, 
not far inland from the beach. 
Brush and tangled growth was 
everywhere. 

Our part of the drive was done 
and our orders were to wait there 
for the Army to come up, relieve 
us, and hold the gain. We were 
to head back to our bivouac area. 

It was toward 4 p. m. 

Then everything changed. 

One fellow named “Porky,” about 
20, and the smallest man in our 
company—he was a B. A. R. man 
—started shooting. 

Porky was on my left. “Heavy,” 
whose real name was R. C. Atkins, 
a fine golfer from Rome, Ga., and 
best known and most popular man 
in Our company, was on my right. 
Heavy was a “Bar man” also, B.. 
A. R. meaning Browning Auto- 
matic Rifleman. The rest of our 
formation was all strung along. 

We turned to Porky and I said, 
“Porky, what in hell are you fir- 
ing at?” 

He made a face and pointed and 
hollered, “The Japs,” but he didn’t 
stop shooting.

All the other Marines 
were ahead of us. 


Then Hell Happened | 


E walked exactly two yards 
Waown the little road with our 
litter, then hell happened. 
The Japs had posted machine 
guns commanding everything, and 

they all let fly. 

Heavy, Monak and Freeman 
were instantly cut down. Poor 
Whitey was hit again, and his 
troubles were over. 

I was standing in the same place 
as the others and was the only 
one not hit. Can any one tell me 
why? 

Heavy and Freeman slumped off 
ten yards to the left, into a shallow 
depression, Monak hit the ground. 
There was a big log behind me, a 
foot and a half in diameter, and 
in one jump I was over the log 
and my luck landed me in a shell 
crater behind it. 

Monak inched around the log, 
hugging the ground, a bullet in his 
left thigh. 

I pulled Monak down into the 
hole, and then chanced a look at 
Heavy and Freeman. They weren't 
lucky like we were. 

Freeman had got hit in the 
stomach. “Heavy was badly hit in 
the right thigh. Their hole wasn’t 
deep enough to bring them below 


ground level. Bullets zipped con- 


stantly an inch above’ them. 
Neither of them could raise up, 
turn over, or budge. That’s how 
hot and steady the fire was. 

In the meantime two soldiers 
coming up with the Army leaped 
into the hole with Monak and me. 


The Jap machine guns were go- 
ing kak-kak-kak-kak- a mile a 
minute. Our soldiers, trying to 
scatter, were going down right and 
left, the ambush was deadly. 

Bullets cut into our log and 
bounced up from it. The machine 
guns seemed all around us. 

The soldiers said they were just 
in and it was their first time under 
fire. They said they were scared. 


_It wouldn’t have helped any to 
tell them I was more scared than 
they were, so I said, “take it easy. 
Take your packs off. Dig in as 
deep as you can.” 

There was room for only one on 
the rim of our hole. I got them to 
push all the rifles up to us behind 
the log, and began to shoot. We 
had to hold those Japs off. 

‘I fired my 80 rounds of rifle am- 
munition, 

My head kept bobbing too high 
and thank God the 
Americar, steel foundries are mak- 
ing hardy steel, because bullets 
the log and 
ricocheting and glancing off my 
helmet.

The Japs were putting 
down a pattern of mortar fire. Our 
log was a threat and they meant to 
wipe it out. 

I used the grenades to keep 
them at a distance. I wasn’t able 
to throw the grenades more than 
about 25 yards, which wasn’t 
enough distance to hit any Japs, 
but it kept them from coming up. 

Finally I had thrown twenty 
grenades, and I saved the last one 
for a pinch.

in our hole. Dirt and shrapnel 
and hard hunks of gnarled root 
and other debris kept spattering all 
around. 

One mortar hit within five yards, 
and fragments punctured my righ 
forearm. Another hit close and 
got pieces in my left hand. None 
of these was an ftmportant wound. 
Then a piece buried into my left 
instep and I had to take my shoe 
off because it got full of blood. 

We worried about Heavy and 
Freeman, because it seemed im- 
possible to live through the mortar 
fire, exposed as they were. 

When I threw the twentieth 
grenade, the young soldiers said, 
“what is going to happen now?” 

I fixed their bayonets. I was 
praying and so were they. 

Then it started to rain. It rains 
there like a torrent. We took one 
of the shelter halves that the 
soldiers keep in their pack, and 
covered our hole. It protected us 
on top, although water ran down 
and half filled the hole. 

The bullets kept whistling and 
the mortars boomed, but the Japs 
never came. 

Finally it got light. About 7 a. 
m. a big shell hit in front of our 
hole, and I told Monak, “I’m going 
back to get some help.” 

The soldiers saw their men mov- 
ing into different positions and 
crawled from our hole and joined 
their own men. I crawled toward 
Heavy and Freeman. I was amazed 
to see they were not harmed by the 
night’s fusillade. But Heavy was 
a pitiful sight. Freeman with his 
hand was still holding the hole in 
his stomach. 

Heavy seemed to have lost 100 
pounds. His leg was up like a 
balloon. He didn’t have a chance 
for his leg, with gangrene already 
set in. He said, “Barney, get me 
to the river.” Back at the river 
was where our bivouac was,

OMETHING was the matter 


with me, but I didn’t know 

what it was till later. There in 
that crater, with the rain, the 
shock, the exhaustion and the 
shrapnel, malaria had come on me, 
It was my first experience with 
malaria, 

I didn’t expect to make it, but 
I lay down and tried to get 
Heavy’s body on my back. As I 
lay with my chin on the ground, 


dizzy as a pinwheel, I happened to 


look up. 
It seemed like a vision of the 
Lord, but there stood my captain, 


Captain oO. K. Leblanc of Louisi- 


ana, and my lieutenant, John Mur- 
dock of Boston, and one of our 
stretcher bearers named Taylor, 
and a corps man. 

When we four with Whitey had 
not reported back the preceding 
afternoon, the captain decided to 
come out and see if anything had 
happened to us. 

It was the greatest sight of my 
life. 

Lieutenant Murdock and two 
men took Heavy away in a litter. 
I heard later Heavy was flown 
away, operated on, and I'll bet he 
becomes the greatest peg-legged 
golfer in the world, because he’s 
only 23 and golf was his greatest 
love—outside of the Marine Corps. 

Captain Leblanc and I and two 
others made a stretcher to take 
Freeman, but when the skipper 
removed his dungaree jacket, the 
flash of his white undershirt gave 
a Jap sniper a target, and he 
nearly lost his life. 

The captain said we would have 
to leave Monak till later, but an 
army hospital unit. brought him 
in and like Freeman and Heavy, 
his life was saved. 

With the captain leading the 
way and covering us against 
active Jap snipers, we carried the 
stretcher partly through the brush, 
and some of the way we waded in 
the ocean for safety, up to our 


own necks, but holding Freeman 
above us, 

Frequently the captain yelled 
“hit the deck,” and we had to 
lay Freeman down and fall on our 
stomachs, because the sniping was 
constant. 

I kept getting dizzy and was 
very thirsty. It was the malaria, 
but I didn’t know it, and I got 
foolish and one time in the ocean 
I opened my mouth and drank 
sea water. That was a mistake. 

We stumbled into sick bay fin- 
ally. They took Freeman. Then 
they gave me some brandy. 

One shot of it sort of made me 
blow up. Everything began to 
swim around me. I remember 
nothing but Captain Leblanc say- 
ing, “Ross, you are Corporal Ross 
now.” That was Nov. 20. 

Next thing I knew I was on a 
cot, and it was Nov. 30, and they 
told me malaria had me out of my 
head ten days. 

It was the longest’ stretch of 
sleep any Marine got on Guadal- 
canal. It was only part of the un- 
usual adventures there.

A committee, with Roland M. 
Hoerr as chairman and including 
Richard Baldwin, Louis D. Dozier, 
N. Murray Edwards and J, T. Win- 
burne, appointed by P. A. Noble, 
president of the Missouri Duck 
Hunters, recently submitted the 
suggestions to Dr. Ira N. Gabriel- 
son, Director of Fish and Wild 
Life Service. Concerning the use 
of decoys, the letter said: 

“We recommend the permission 
to use either six live decoys per 
shooting blind, or not over three 
per hunter, if blinds. are closer 
than 100 yards apart during the 
shooting hours; same to be taken 
in at the close of the shooting day, 
and under no circumstances to be 
at or near the blinds.” 

The letter stated that the use of 
decoys would be in the interest 
of conserving ducks by preventing 
the loss which occurs through 
crippling of large numbers in long 
range shooting, a common prac- 
tice when decoys are not used. 
Many of these crippled ducks, the 
letter pointed out, are not retrieved 
by the hunters. 

It also was mentioned that the 
mallard, numerous in this section, 
is a circling duck and that “as we 
have very little pass shooting, we 
believe that live decoys would 
serve to give Missouri shooters 
more equitable shooting than they 
now enjoy.” 


Two Zones Recommended. 
Urging a lengthened season, the 
Duck Hunters’ Committee wrote: 
“We recommend a shooting sea- 
son of 80 days for that part of 
Missouri north of the Missouri 
River to begin Oct. 12 and end

Federal licensing, on a sliding 
scale, for all duck shooting 
grounds also was suggested, all 
money so collected to be used 
“solely for enforcement of migra- 
tory bird laws.” 

Explaining the request for a pos- 
session limit of 30 ducks, the com- 
mittee pointed out that under 
travel restrictions hunters prob- 
ably would not be able to go to 
shooting grounds as frequently, 
and probably would stay longer 
when they did ge rhage a 
larger possession limit en- 
able the hunter to hrs a fuller 
use of the duck crop, a valuable 
war-time addition to the national 
larder.

Says Nazis Have Spent 
200 Million on Foreign 
Printed Matter, U. S. 
About $250,000. 


WASHINGTON, March 7 (AP).— 
Elmer Davis estimated today that 


Germany has spent 200 million for 
printed foreign propaganda and 
said that the outlay of the Office 
of War Information for this pur- 
pose so far was only about $250,000. 

Davis, OWI director, called a 
press conference to explain and 
display his work following a 
charge by Representative Taber 
(Rep.), N. Y., that a cartoon bi- 
ography of President Roosevelt, 
one of the OWI’s pamphlets, was 
political propagunda for a fourth 
term. Davis replied that it was 
only for foreign distribution. 
«Davis had invited Taber to the 
exhibition, but the Congressman’s 
office reported he was in New 
York. 

“This is Uncle Tom's cabin 
without Simon Legree,” Davis re- 
marked with a smile. 

In the crowded conference room 
were three tables, one carrying the 
17 leaflets, pamphlets and publica- 
tions which OWI so far has issued, 
the two others copiously laden 
with propaganda publications from 
Berlin, Tokyo and Rome. — 

But Davis reported that this 
country’s psychological warfare has 
had its effect. 

“On Guadalcanal, Japanese sol- 
diers came in to surrender carry- 
ing our leaflets advising them to 
surrender,” Davis said. He added 
that German and Italian soldiers 
had done the same in Tunisia. 

To match a long list of elaborate 
Axis periodicals on the newsstands 
of neutral countries, Davis said, 
the United States can offer only 
the bi-monthly magazine Victory 
and a small, digest-type magazine 
called U: S. A., which has not yet 
come off the presses. 

(Independently of OWI, the office 
of the co-ordinator of inter-Amer- 
ican affairs sponsors the magazine 
En Guardia, which is distributed 
throughout Latin America.) 

Davis displayed 15 “one-shot” 
publications ranging from tiny 
lightweight paper leaflets to be 
dropped from airplanes to heavier 
booklets which must be smuggled 
into occupied territories by the 
underground. “Very large quan- 
tities” of leaflets have been 
dropped on France from the air, 
he said. Davis reported that the 
European underground movement 
duplicates and circulates the OWI 
messages and that some have 
even passed from hand to hand in 
Nazi prison camps. The mes- 
sages have been reproduced in the 
numerous clandestine papers in 
the occupied lands. 

Asked if he thought the effort 
overseas should be expanded, 
Davis replied: 

“A lot of us think so, but we 
haven’t wanted to strain the pa- 
tience of the legislators and the 
taxpayers.” 

Davis said that OWI now is 
spending at a rate of about 33 
millions a year, of which about 
three-fourths goes into the over- 
seas effort via radio, pamphlets, 
magazines and other methods, 

OWl’s pending budget request 
for the 1943-44 fiscal year is 
around 45 million, This com- 
pares with an eight-month budget 
of about 25 million covering 
operations from the time Congress 
first gave OWI funds last fall 
through June of this year. 

Additional evidence that Amer- 
ican propaganda is beginning to be 
effective, Davis said, may be seen 
in the speeches of German party 
leaders warning the Reich popula- 
tion against foreign propaganda 
and in the Japanese drive in the 
occupied islands to remove all 
short-wave receivers from. the 
homes of civilians. 

Davis issued a statistical report 
on the periodical and individual 
publications of OWI. One group of 
17 leaflets in Japanese — which 
were considered a single publica- 
tion in the breakdown—was not 
described “for security reasons.” 

“We do not give them this in- 
formation just for fun,” Davis said 
of the work of his Bureau of Over- 
seas Publication. “We give it to 
them in order to help the United 
States win the war more quickly. 

“And I do not think there can 
be much doubt that we will win 
the war more quickly, and in con- 
sequence, more cheaply, if we can 
inform the rest of the world about 
the power and resources of the 
United States and about the na- 
ture of the political principles on 
which this country was founded 
and has always operated. 

'“The publications of our over- 
seas branch are not intended for 
distribution in the United States, 
and with the exception of very 
limited quantities, almost entirely 
for official use, have not been so 
distributed. They are not intended 
for distribution among American 
troops abroad, though a few copies 
of some of them may have been so 
distributed at the request of Army 
authorities.”

Nazis Reported Massing Warships 
In Norway; May Hit Russia Convoys 


Battleships Said to Be in Concentration Near 


Trondheim—Speculation on British 


Preparedness.

-WASHINGTON, March 6 (AP). 
— London reports of a powerful 
German warship concentration in 
the vicinity of Trondheim, Norway, 
were given considerable credence 
in American naval quarters today. 
Speculation centered on the pos- 
sibility that the Nazi high com- 
mand plans a surface campaign 
as well as an undersea offensive 
against supply lines to Britain and 
Russia this spring. 

Allied sea power might have to 
be realigned, should the Germans 
succeed in making even the pre- 
liminary moves for such a cam- 
paign by getting their battleships 
and other surface units out of the 
Norwegian fjords and into the fog- 
shrouded waters of the Greenland 
and Barents Seas. 

Even if they do not move out, 
but merely remain as a direct 
threat to convoys to Russia by 
holding their stations in WNor- 
wegian waters, the German heavy 
units will tie up a substantial num- 
ber of Allied warships by compell- 
ing them always to stand in 
readiness to counter any move. 

Naval men speak of this as 
“fleet in being” strategy. The 
basic theory of the “fleet in being” 
operation is that a small number 
of warships can “contain” or tie 
up a larger number of enemy ships 
merely by a threat to strike which 
may never actually be carried out. 

The counterstroke against the 
fleet pursuing such a strategy is 
to strike at its bases, and it would 
not be surprising if the British, in 
order to free their home fleet for 
other duties, should attack the 
German ships heavily by air. 

London reports of the latest 
naval activities stem from ac- 
counts in the Evening Standard 
and Daily Telegraph, which did 
not give the source of their in- 
formation. Even without official 
confirmation, however, authorities 
here said the time was ripe for 
the German Admiralty to attempt 
to make some use of its big war- 
ships. 

The concentration, according to 
the British papers, included the 
35,000-ton battleship Tirpitz, the 
26,000-ton battleship Scharnhorst, 
the aircraft carrier Graf Zeppelin, 
at lec-t two 10,000-ton Hipper class 
cruisers and a imb« tact 
destroyers.

Thus the belief in Washington is 
that the Germans will try to em- 
ploy raider tactics. For effective 
assaults on Allied convoys they 
could organize at least three task 
forces capable of doing tremendous 
damage. The Scharnhorst could 
lead one, the Tirpitz another and 
the carrier Graf Zeppelin a third. 


Disposition of Units. 

Assuming they could get all these 
forces out of their Norwegian lairs, 
authorities said they might send 
one to hide in the fogs of Green- 
land and the others to prowl the 
wastes of the Greénland and Bar- 
ents Seas between there and Rus- 
sia. From those remote places 
they could dash out to attack con- 
voys freighting precious munitions 
from the United States to England 
and Russia or from England to 
Russia. 

Ocean distances being as great 
as they are, it might take weeks 
to hunt down and engage these 
forces and meanwhile every con- 
voy to England and Russia would 
have to be given capital ship pro- 
tection against the threat of the 
enemy’s capital ships as well as 
destroyer protection against sub- 
marines. 

The need for convoy protection 
could become so great, in fact, as 
to upset the distribution of Brit- 
ish-American naval forces in other 
parts of the world, including the 
Mediterranean and Pacific. 

Set against such extreme possi- 
bilities is the probsbility, if not 
the actual certainty, that the Brit- 
ish have taken every precaution to 
counter any German move with 
powerful units of their home fleet 
and are ready to attack the enemy 
with crushing force whenever and 
wherever he shows himself in open 
water.

FRESH FISH FILLETS 
8 TO 10 CTS. HIGHER, 
SCARCE ON MARKET 


Frozen Ones, Under Price 
Ceilings, Have Practical- 
ly Disappeared. 


The price of fresh fish fillets 
has risen from eight to 10 cents 
per pound in the last month, and 
frozen fish fillets, which are 
under Government price ceilings, 
have practically disappeared from 
St. Louis markets, survey of fish 
dealers yesterday indicated. 

Absence of frozen fish fillets 
from the markets, dealers said, is 
due to the fact that fresh .fish 
fillets are not under ceiling prices, 
and therefore bring a higher 
price. Prices of fresh fish fillets 
have risen because of bad weather 
over fishing grounds and wartime 
restrictions on the fishing indus- 
try. Merchants added that what 
fresh fish fillets are available are 
being kept in Eastern markets be- 
cause dealers there are paying 
higher prices. Fresh fish fillets 
are now selling for 50 to 55 cents 
a pound, retail. 

Because of cold weather and 
moving ice in the Great Lakes, 
dealers were agreed, the supply of 
fresh water fish such as trout, 
pike and whitefish is also smaller 
than usual. Price increases for 
fresh water fish have averaged 
only two or three cents a pound.

ELECTION RESULI 
REGOUNT PLANNED 


St. Louis Board to Begin 
Task Week of March 15 
in Contest Over Con- 
gressional Seat. 


Under a contest action brought 
by former Congressman John B. 
Sullivan, the Board .of Election 
Commissioners, during the week of 
March 15, will begin a recount of 
ballots cast in the Nov. 3 election 
for Sullivan and Louis E. Miller, 
who defeated Sullivan on the face 
of official returns by 623 votes, 

Sullivan, a Democrat and former 
secretary to Bernhard F. Dickmann 
in the latter’s administration as 
Mayor, filed a contest petition last 
January in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, but a subcommittee of 


the House last week rejected the 
petition on the ground that the 
action had merely been instituted, 
and was not pending in the House. 

The correct legal procedure, it 
was found, was to have the St. 
Louis Election Board recount the 
ballots, and certify the results to 
the House together with any other 
records in the proceeding, so that 
the matter would then be “pend- 
ing” there. Frank Lee, counsel for 
Sullivan, and Alroy S. Phillipd, at- 
torney for Miller, agreed to sub- 
mit a joint application to the Elec- 
tion Board for the recount, Lee 
said. 

Lee yesterday served notice on 
the board that he will take deposi- 
tions in the board offices begin- 
ning next Friday, primary day. A 
notary public, on behalf of Sulli- 
van, will serve the board with a 
supena duces tecum for the open- 
ing of the board vaults and rec- 
ords, and will submit a formal or- 
der directing that a recount be 
made in conformance with applic- 
able State statutes. Such a formal 
order, Lee said, will be tantamount 
to a Circuit Court order. 

This view was corroborated by 
Chairman Jesse W. Barrett of the 
Election Board, who told a reporter 
that, while technically the board 
has yet to determine its decision 
on the order for a recount, it ap- 
pears to be virtually mandatory 
under the law. After the recount, 
the House: will decide whether or 
not to unseat Miller and reinstate 
Sullivan. 

The official tabulation of the 
vote in the Eleventh District was, 
Miller, 36,133, and Sullivan, 35,510. 
Miller is former Republican City 
Committeeman of the Seventeenth 
Ward, 


WAGE INCREASES FOR 1200 
IN TWO UNION AGREEMENTS 


Two agreements providing wage 
increases for 1200 workers in the 
St. Louis silk dress and em- 
broidery industries were concluded 
yesterday by the St. Louis locals 
of the International Ladies Gar- 
ment Workers Union and the As- 
sociated Garment Industries of St. 
Louis, 

The agreements now go to the 
War Labor Board for approval, to 
become effective on the date of 
ratification by the board. Both 
management and labor represen- 
tatives said they anticipated no 
difficulty in obtaining WLB ap- 
proval. 

In the silk dress industry, about 
300 cutters averaging a weekly 
wage approximating $43 are to re- 
ceive a flat increase of $3, and 
700 women time workers now be- 
ing paid $22 to $25 a week are to 
receive a flat increase of $1.50. 
Both groups work a 35-hour week. 
There are 1200 other workers in 
the silk dress industry here, but 
they operate on a piece-work basis 
and do not come under provisions 
of the new agreement. In the em- 
broidery industry, 200 employes 
are affected, Higher-paid workers 
averaging $23.50 a week get a flat 
increase of $1.75, and lower-paid 
workers averaging $18 get an in- 
crease of $1.25. These employes 


work a 37%-hour week.

Flannagan, whose rhyme was a 
parody on “Mary Had a Little 
Lamb,” told his fellow legislators 
that an Idaho sheep rancher asked 


for permission to buy canvas to 
build lambing pens and WPB 
told him no canvas was available. 
The WPB letter closed, Flanna- 
gan said, with the suggestion that 
“you postpone the lambing season 
until more favorable weather.” 

Walton’s letter said a similar 
story had been going around for 
months. 

“In its earliest version, the story 


concerns wire which wag needed 


for a fence for unborn lambs, and 
the rancher was supposed to have 
been told that unborn lambs did 
not need a fence,” Walton wrote. 
“Then the material was changed 
to lumber and now it is canvas.” 


He said that if any rancher 
really needed canvas, he believed 
it would be made available,

letter to Flannagan said:

GIFTS OF $376,803 
0 RED GROSS IN 


FIRST 0 DAYS HERE 


Many Subscriptions Yet 


to Be Tabulated—Goal 
Is $1,915,000—No Re- 
port Meetings. 


Contributions of more than $376,- 
803 in the current American Red 


Cross War Fund campaign in the 
St. Louis district were announced 
yesterday, with many subscriptions 
toward the goal of $1,915,000 yet 
to be tabulated. Figures an- 
nounced represented solicitation 
during the first five days of the 
campaign, which opened last Sun- 
day. 

Sidney Maestre, chairman of the 
local drive, pointed out yesterday 
that last year St. Louis was the 
first city having a quota of more 
than a million dollars to attain it, 
and expressed confidence that the 
present goal, although 60 per cent 
greater than last year’s, would be 
realized. 

“In the interest of conserving 
gasoline, tires and time,” Maestre 
said, “report meetings of workers 
have been eliminated. There are 
no luncheons, no dinners, no teas. 
This is a workers’ campaign, where 
speed is as essential as generosity.” 

No Preliminary Solicitation. 

Maestre said contributions re- 
ceived from the commerce and in- 
dustry division, headed by L. M. 
Stewart, were averaging more than 
a day’s pay a person. No prelimi- 
nary solicitation, he said, was un- 
dertaken by that division or by the 
special gifts division, directed by 
Donald Danforth. The latter divi- 
sion has obtained about one-third 
of its quota from among the larger 
contributors. 

Many contributions are coming 
in from military service men and 
their families in appreciation of 
the overseas work of the Red 
Cross. The organization maintains 
nearly 150 clubs in the areas where 
American forces are operating— 
antidotes to boredom, homesick- 
ness, and flagging spirits. 

Nominal charges are made for 
meals and lodging at Red Cross 
clubs, at the request of the War 
Department. At Melbourne, Aus- 
tralia, for instance, soldiers on 
leave obtain a bed, bath and use 
of a pressing room for 12 cents. 
Ham, with two eggs, two vegeta- 
bles, apple pie a la mode _ = and 
American coffee, costs 17 cents. In 
Great Britain soft drinks sell for 
5 cents, coffee for 2 cents, meat 
pies for 8 cents, other edibles at 
proportionately low prices. 

At Jefferson Barracks. 

Maj. John D. Hartigan, chair- 
man of the Red Cross campaign at 
Jefferson Barracks, said yesterday 
everyone on the post would have 
an opportunity to contribute. The 
commander of each organization is 
in charge of solicitation for his 
group. 

Maj. Hartigan said: “All of us 
concur in what Gen. George C. 
Marshall said recently ,about the 
Red Cross. He said that ‘the Army 
depends heavily on the Red Cross 
as a vital link between its individ- 
ual soldiers and their families. As 
the only civilian organization 
which operates on military reserva- 
tions, the contributions made by 
Red Cross workers and the highly 
organized assistance available to 
the Army through them are of in- 
estimable value to us in maintain- 
ing morale.’” 


ALLIES REHABILITATING AFRICA 
AFTER NAZIS PLUNDERED IT 


WASHINGTON, March 6 (AP). 
—An Office of War Information 
official reported today that the 
Nazis stripped French North 
Africa of “everything they could 
get their hands on” but that with 
British and American help the 
country’s food production could be 
restored. 

Milton E. Eisenhower, associate 
director of OWI, said the program 
of aid for North Africa was two- 
fold. The first need is to supply 
food, clothing and other essential 
consumer goods to the population, 
left “hungry and ragged” by Nazi 
plundering. The second is to get 
farm sun» '‘*s to the country to 
put its food production system 
back in operation, 

When he visited the country re- 
cently, Eisenhower said in a 
statement, it had been tripped 
bare by the Axis and food, cloth- 
ing and other commodities had be- 
come s« scarce that money was 
practically worthless. As an exam-

ple, he said: “I was told that an 
Arab, who has two wives, had to 
keep one at home while the ~-ther 
went shopping because there was 
not enough clothing for both.”

Rents paid by operators of room- 
ing houses are frozen at the March 
1, 1943, level under the new amend- 
ments to the regulations which 
previously provided that the rents 
could equal the total rents paid by 
roomers or sub-tenants. Rent 
frozen at the new level is subject 
to review by the rent director and 
may be decreased if found to be 
out of line with the rent paid for 
comparable dwelling units on 
March 1, 1942, Dyer said. 

If the rooming house owner has 
not raised the operator’s rent, how- 
ever, and there has been a sub- 
stantial increase in the number of 
sub-tenants since March 1, 1942, the — 
owner can petition for increase in 
rent. 

A third provision of the amend-

RIMARILY, of course, we are fighting 
P to win this war. Otherwise there would 

be little need to discuss the future; that 
would be decided for us, in a way we would 
not like. 

The American people have discerned in 
Nazi and Japanese ambitions a direct threat 
to our own life, our liberty, our conceptions 
of man, society and the state, to our whole 
‘“‘world view.’”’ We have reacted according- 
ly. And as Thorstein Veblen pointed out in 
the course of the first World War, there can 
be NO COMPROMISE with nations animat- 
ed by ‘“‘dynastic ambitions,” harboring pre- 
tensions to world domination, sucr as Ger- 
many and Japan. For any settlement would 
then be but an armistice enabling them to 
prepare for another disturbance of the peace, 
since their objectives can only be achieved 
by war. 


Easy to Plot the Curve 
Of Wars if We Don’t Win. 


Japan now controls a territory contain- 
ing a population of 400 million people. - If 
the military clique of Japan is left in power, 
able to draw on so vast a population and to 
use the enormous material resources of this 
territory, it would be easy to plot the curve 
of the future and imagine the racial wars 
which will scourge mankind. And in Eu. 
rope the Nazis have so clearly revealed their 
hand that no whimpers now from Goering, 
amid bursting bombs, that they really are 
trying to save Europe from tyranny will have 
much effect on the conquered peoples who 
for three years have suffered under the delib- 
erate Nazi cult of brutality. The primary 
and immediate aim, therefore, is to win this 
war, : 

We cannot but remember, however, that 
our side won a war 25 years ago. And it 
was not enough. As a historian of that 
period, speaking of the armistice, said, “‘Thus 
at the eleventh hour of the eleventh day of 
the eleventh month mankind was given one 
more chance to disprove the saying of Heine 
that ‘we learn from history that we do not 
learn from history.’ ” And we had not 
learned enough, in time, then. But now it 
seems that we are to be given another chance, 
And this time we know at least the terrible 
consequences in wealth and precious human 
lives of winning a war but losirg the ensu- 
ing peace, by failing to create just conditions 
which would prevent the recurrence of war. 


If, however, we are to have any chance of 
winning the peace, we must take account of 
the nature of the struggle in which we are 
involved. There is a thesis which seems to 
me to be sound: this is not war alone; it is 
also revolution. And the first World War 
was the initial phase of it, and the Russian 
Revolution a continuation of it, and the gath- 
ering discontent of peoples during the inter- 
vening years another manifestation of it. 


‘Inequality of Circumstance’ 
Bears Too Cruelly on Too Many. 


It is a revolt against the “inequality of 
circumstance’ which bears down too cruelly 
upon too many people—the revolt of the 
colored peoples of the world against the ‘n-

This is the groundswell moving through 
the world. To crush the immediate menace 
of Germany and Japan but leave untouched 
this major underlying disturbance would not 
be the part of reasonable men.

During the past few years there have been 
many statements by religious groups on s0- 
cial reconstruction. Though no one can fore- 
see what the conditions are to be at the end 
of the war or into what pattern the many 
factors will have fallen at that time, yet, 
broadly speaking, we are seeking three ma- 
jor objectives. 
\ 


More Effective Machinery 
To Meet Common Problems. 


First, we are seeking a more unified 
world, possessing the international machin- 
ery to deal effectively with our common 
problems. The bitter experience of the last 
25 years has hammered home a profound 
truth: “We are members one of another, 
and if one member suffers all the members 
suffer with it.” And it is time now to end 
the world anarchy which has prevajjed in 
the past, in which each nation has retained 
its complete sovereignty, been responsible to 
no law beyond its own will, was free to 
construct armaments, wage war, and erect 
tariff barriers as it would, regardless of the 
welfare of others, 


Sheer necessity is now forcing us to es- 
tablish some means of international collabo- 
ration, some international institution or or- 
ganization, whatever form it may ultimately 
take, which, first, has the police power to 
establish an effective system of collective 
security yet with machinery flexible enough 
for peaceful adjustment of equitable claims 
and changes; and which, second, has the 
moral authority to. deal with the broad 
world problems of finance and economics, 
the regulation of tariffs with an eye to the 
interests of the community of nations as a 
whole, the establishment of free access to 
raw materials and equal access to the mar- 
kets of the world, the protection of the 
rights of inhabitants of backward areas and 
the improvement of their standards of liv- 
ing—no one of which problems is capable 
of a purely national or regional solution. 


These are world problems and must be 
approached accordingly. The world is eco- 
nomically one and can no longer be left 
wholly to the haphazard competition of con- 
flicting national interests, 


Mustn’t Leave Small States 
At Mercy of Great Powers. 


No purely regional solution will do, no 
solution which divides the world into areas 
with regional authority, and leaves the mat- 
For in every such region some 
small states would be at the mercy of a 
great power or powers, They will not have 
it so. | 

Any European settlement, for example, 
which would end in a regional solution leav- 
ing open the possibility that in the future 
Germany might again become dominant on 
the continent and threaten England and oth- 
er European states, would be utterly un- 
acceptable to them. If there is even the 
chance of such a solution, something ter- 
rible will happen in the immediate future to 
prevent it. 

There must be an OVER-ALL ARRANGE- 
MENT, within which the member states 
can find their freedom and their security. 
Within such a world framework purely re- 
gional matters can be left to the regional 
groups. 

The experience of 25 years ago made clear 
the ‘great difficulty of creating such a world 
organization after a war. This time we will 
start where we are. For the nucleus of 
such an international authority is already 
in existence in the United Nations, born out 
of our necessity. This group has already

experienced under the hammer blows of 
war an organic growth, which will widen 
and deepen as the war continues. At its 
close power will be concentrated in the hands 
of the United Nations, enabling them to 
deal effectively with world problems, 

But now, while the fire of war is still hot 
and interests and aims are more easily 
welded, is the time definitely to create a 
central council of the United Nations com- 
posed of the member states “as an organ 
for co-operative action in prosecuting the 
war and in organizing the peace.’’ Far from 
remaining an organization of victorious na- 
tions to restrain the vanquished, ultimately 
such a council would reach out toward uni- 
versality, each member having authority 
commensurate with its power. 


Inconceivable That U. S. 
Will Again Try Isolation. 


Any chance to create a stable world de- 
pends on the willingness of the United States 
to play its full part and assume its full 
responsibility in such an international au- 
thority. It is inconceivable that the United 
States will again be guilty of crushing the 
hopes of forward-looking men in all lands, 
and attempt once more to retreat into the 
Great Illusion of Isolation. We tried it be- 
fore, with what results we now know. 

For better or for worse, whether we like 
it or not, the world has now become one, 
and there is no escape from that fact. What- 
ever happens anywhere, in the long run if 
not in the beginning, happens to us, as we 
ought to know. 

We must therefore do our part in organ- 
izing the world accordingly. There is no 
security for any nation except in a common 
security. 

Those who advocate building up a strong 
United States capable of “standing off the 
world,” are baying for the moon. To say 
nothing of the burden of taxation which 
such an attempt would entail, it is not pos- 
sible to fashion an America strong enough 
to stand off any combination of powers 
which might conceivably be called into being 
against her, considering the vast industrial 
expansion which will take place in the 
countries of the Orient in the next few dec- 
ades. 

There is no security now except in @ 
world in which all are secure. And an 
ounce of prevention is worth many pounds 
of cure. If there had been in existence an 
international police force backed by the res- 
olute will to restrain aggression, 
would have been checked in Manchuria, 
Mussolini would have left Ethiopia in peace, 
and Hitler would have collapsed in the 
Rhineland. 

But any possibility of a stable world in 
the future depends primarily on full collab- 
oration by the United States in such an en- 
deavor. ‘‘We are members one of angther, 
and if one member suffers all the members 
suffer with it.” 


For Equality of Opportunity 
For All Peoples, Races, Colors. 


Second, we seek a world in which is fecog- 
nized the principle of equality of opportunity 
for all peoples, without discrimination be- 
cause of race or color, Through the ages 
this has been a basic principle of religion: 
the unity of all mankind in God, a unity 
based not on race or color or class but on 
our common humanity. This is the primary 
thing about us: not that we are Americans 
or Germans or Japanese but that we share a 
common humanity, equality in the sight of 
God, and the right to equality of opportunity 
in the development of our gifts. Compared 
to this capital and overwhelming fact differ- 
ences of race, nationality and class become 
matters of purely secondary consideration. 

At the Versailles Conference recognition 
was asked for this basic principle of the 
equality of nations and their right to equal 
and just treatment in every respect, making 
‘no distinctions either in law or fact on ac- 
count of race or nationality,”’ with the warn- 
ing that should this great principle fail of 
general recognition, it was not seen how a 
perpetual friction and discontent among na- 
tions and races could possibly be eliminated. 

It was not adopted since it failed of a 
unanimous vote. 

And during the past few years, just when 
the white race has been hardest pressed, we 
have seen how this old skeleton of past racial 
discriminations has come creeping out of the 
closets of the world to haunt us and trouble 
our peace. Today this principle is more 


pressing than ever, before. This is one of the 
things this war is about. “In the conscious-

its, are so high that Government 
officials here and abroad who are 
exploring the possibilities of agree- 
ment decline to be specific on pro- 
posals under general discussion. 


Undefined Phrases. 


Undefined phrases with mislead- 
ing connotations, such as “freedom 
of the air,” “sovereignty of the 
air,” “right of innocent passage” 
and “cabotage” have added to the 
confusion. The tops was Mrs. 
Luce’s clever derision of Wallace’s 
viewpoint as- “globaloney.” 
Mrs. Luce, however, must be given 
the credit for bringing up the issue 
for public debate, whatever her 
motives. 

The United States and Great 
Britain are the most deeply in- 
volved in the problem, although the 
Soviet Union, China and The Neth- 
erlands, and later, Germany, Ja- 
pan and France, are certain to in- 
sist on having some say in the 
solution. 

Before the war, particularly 
through the worldwide expansion 
of Pan-American Airways, the 
United States had developed inter- 
national air travel far beyond that 
of any other country. In addition, 
we have crisscrossed this country 
with airlanes and dotted kt with 
air fields. Great Britain tried to 
meet this competition with the 
British Overseas Air Airways, a 
government directed organization. 
Holland had the K. L. M. system 
for her empire, 


War Intensifies Problem. 

The war has intensified the prob- 
lem in many ways. First, to speed 
lease-lend aid to our allies and 
later to transport materials to our 
own troops, Pan-American and the 
American government established 
new lines and constructed airports 
throughout the world, often in re- 
gions which may later prove un- 
profitable for private corporations. 
Other airfields were built by the 
British in New Zealand and Aus- 
tralia with lease-lend funds. By 
an agreement with the British, we 
were allotted the task of building 
many of the huge bombers, in- 
cluding transport planes, while the 
British concentrated more on com- 
bat types. 

This country and the British 
Commonwealth at the end of the 
war will each have a million or 
so flyers and ground mechanics 
and perhaps another million of 
men and women trained in the 
making of airplanes. Each will 
have hundreds of millions of 
dollars invested in airplane fac- 
tories and other hundreds of mil- 
lions in airports. What shall be 
done with these flyers, experts and 
airplane workers? What shall be- 
come of the investment in plants 
and airports? 

From one viewpoint, the post- 
war question can be considered as 
a controversy between the “nation- 
alists” and the “internationalists.” 
By this rough division, Mrs. Luce, 
Lord Londonderry and a few other 
British conservatives are national- 
istically-minded, while Vice-Presi- 
dent Wallace, Prof. Harold Laski 
and a group of New Dealers in 
this country are internationally- 
minded. 

Both sides are using the catch 
phrases almost indiscriminately.

internationalization of all air-space 
and airports by INTERNATIONAL 
CONSENT. Put into practice, it 
would mean that the civilian and 
commercial planes of any country 
could fly, with impunity and with- 
out question, into and over the 
harbors, and airports and rivers 
and mountains and all the lands 
of any other nation. It would 
mean that Russian planes, in tran- 
sit say to Mexico via the all-im- 
portant Polar Cap, could fly over 
Canada, and the U. S. A. Chinese, 
Japanese, German, Italian, Dutch 
or British planes, or the planes 
of any other nation, which could 
afford to SUBSIDIZE air carriers 
could fly over this country AT 
WILL. Since the technical possi- 
bilities of constructing ever longer- 
ranged flying cruisers is no longer 
questioned by anyone, it is likely 
that all nations would not only be 
very HAPPY to fly over America, 
but would be perfectly able to 
do so.” 


Mrs. Luce’s Position. 

Mrs. Luce was vehemently an- 
swering the statement by Vice 
President Wallace in a recent mag- 


azine article containing these 
words: 


“When this war ends we shall be 
only at the threshold of the com- 
ing air age. Freedom of the air 
means to the world of the future 
what Freedom of the Seas meant 
to the world of the past.” 


Mrs, Luce seemed to be defend- 
ing “national sovereignty of the 
air,” which has been the policy of 
this country and the rest of the 
world since 1919. This phrase 
means that each country has 
sovereignty of the airspace above 
it and that nationals of any other 
country may use the space only 
by formal permission, 

The whole of the Wallace article 
was a long-visioned, almost ideal- 
istic, picture of what the Vice- 
President would like to see started 
at the peace conference. Decades 
and perhaps centuries probably 
would be necessary for its realiza- 
tion. In it, he did not give his def- 
inition of “Freedom of the Air,” or 
show how such freedom would dif- 
fer from “Freedom of the Seas.” 


Government at Work. 


So far as can be learned, Wal- 
lace was not speaking for the 
Roosevelt Administration. Ameri- 
can policy, even the preliminary 
arrangements for later discussions 
with foreign powers, is still in the 
process of formulation under an 
inter-departmental committee head- 
ed by Adolf A. Berle Jr., assistant 
Secretary of State. The other 
members of this committee are 
Robert A. Lovett, assistant Secre- 
tary of War for Air; Artemus L. 
Gates, assistant Secretary of the 
Navy for Air; Wayne Chatfield 
Taylor, Under Secretary of Com- 
merce; Chairman L. Welch Pogue 
of the Civil Aeronautics Board, 
and Wayne Coy, assistant Budget 
Director and an Administrative 
assistant to the President. 


At its first meeting, this group 
appointed a working committee of 
experts, who have thg technical 
knowledge of aviation and inter- 
national law. Pogue was named 


chairman of this committee. The 
other members are Thomas Burke

Thinks Free Trade Necessary for Peace. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
V; J HAT are we fighting for? On the 
side of the United Nations, the man 
in the street can tell you in three short 
words, He has his heart set upon free- 
dom from want. 

What he craves is security, opportuni- 
ty and an improved standard of living. 
That, to him, is freedom from want. As 
he sees it, the least that we're fighting 
for is the furthering of the freedom of 
individual enterprise for every United 
Nations’ citizen, 

To head off a monster post-war de- 
pression there must be economically a 
reopening of frontiers—America’s as well 
as the rest of the world. Open them and 
you open unlimited opportunities for 
profit-seeking individuals and raise the 
standard of living for us all. 

Free trade? Certainly. First perhaps 
between United States and all the Amer- 
icas, Britain, China and Russia. Later, 
we must invite other nations into the 
free trade area. 

Do we hear the high-tariff boys ob- 
ject? They are answered historically by 
the fact that at bottom, free trade (or 
world trade, to give it another name) 
is a matter of mutual advantage. Its 
basis lies in the fact that each country 
differs from the rest in resources and 
skill. Each finds it advantageous to se- 
cure from other countries many goods 
that can be obtained at a lower cost in 
terms of working effort and capital than 
would be required if each endeavored 
to make or grow these products itself. 

But dollars and cents talk. For world 
trade, determined solely by individual 
enterprises working for profit, has, de- 
spite the high-tariff boys, grown to the 
staggering sum of 66% billion dollars 
(1939 figures). 

All this means a big first step that 
every American must take. He must 
change his thinking. At present we have 
no will to free trade, no tradition ex- 
cept that of building up higher and high- 
er tariff walls. We must reverse our 
mental field, doing it, not only from a 
commonsense dollars and cents reason, 
but, as Msgr. Ryan points out, from 
“moral compulsion.”

End the $25,000 Income Controversy 


The deadlock between President Roosevelt and 
Congress over the $25,000 limit on annual income 
can be broken easily enough if they will co-operate 
to that end. The controversy itself is now almost 
a year old, and it is time that it were concluded, 
for the joint benefit of Mr. Roosevelt, Congress and 
the country, Sy ws 

The issue is not now so much whether an in- 
dividual’s income shall be no greater than $25,000 
a year after wartime taxes are paid on it. A much 
better way to state the issue is to say that it is 
whether the limitation shal] be set by executive 
order in advance in the form of a legal top on 
earning capacity or shall result from a tax program 
passed by Congress and collected by the Federal 
Treasury. 

. * * 

Let us go back briefly over the history of this 
proposal. 

It appeared first in the President's message to 
Congress last April, when he said, pretty much in 
passing in a discussion of inflation control, that 
“no American citizen ought to have a net income, 
after he has paid his taxes, of more than $25,000.” 

Months passed and Congress did nothing about 
inflation. Prices climbed higher and wages after 
them, and the higher wages pushed prices still 
higher. Finally, the President, in recognition of 
the gathering public storm, set a deadline for con- 
gressional action. The economic stabilization law, 
which among other things froze wages, was the 
result. On Oct. 3, the day after that law became 
effective, Mr. Roosevelt, by executive order, set 
the $25,000 limit on salaries. 

This brought a protest in Congress which the 
President did not, for a long time, recognize other 
than to recommend formally in his budget message 
to the new Congress that the limitation be broad- 
ened so as to cover income from bonds and stocks 
as well as in the form of salaries and bonuses. His 
most recent statement was to say that he would 
rescind his order if Congress produced an equivalent 
result through taxation. 

Two committees of the House have now rebuked 
the: President. The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee says the President exceeded his authority and 
asks Congress to void the decree. The Rules Com- 
mittee has approved this nullification of the presi- 
dential order, by a vote of 8 to 1. It has done so 
after hearing Representative Gore of Tennessee say 
that he had known of Mr. Roosevelt’s intention to 
limit salaries before passage of the stabilization 
law. 

o . o 

On the President’s side, it should be said that 
he was under strong pressure to stop the inflation 
spiral. In his view, it was unfair to freeze wages 
in the lower brackets without achieving a limita- 
tion in the upper reaches. The CIO indorsed the 
limitation and there was other strong support for 
it in labor. 

The opposition to the limitation by presidential 
order is doubly grounded. First, it finds the execu- 
tive doing something which should be done, if it is 
to be done at all, by the people’s elected lawmakers. 
Second, it objects to an arbitrary limit upon the 
amount which men and women can be paid in the 
United States, a limit which ignores differences in 
talent, experience or value. This opposition sees an 
important difference between drawing on high sal- 
aries for wartime revenue through heavy taxes and 
a flat limitation by executive decree. 

The difference is not only important but vital. 
The executive order implies that there is something 


morally wrong for a man or woman to be paid 
more than $25,000 a year. We do not believe that 
the American people accept that implication. 

What a man receives in the way of wages or 
salary becomes a sign of attainment or ability which 
marks him among his fellows. It is a kind of rat- 
ing in a world which necessarily employs ratings. 
These frequently are rough and imperfect, but they 
are nonetheless measurements of ability and value. 

Thus, there are workers who earn 40 cents an 
hour, others who earn 50 cents an hour, still others 
who earn $1 an hour and still others who earn more 
than that. We have $3000 men, $5000 men, $10,000 
men, $20,000 men. The measurement does not stop 
with any arbitrary limit because ability, talent, 
value, public use and public acceptance have no 
arbitrary limit. 

Some of the highest salaries in the United States 
go to entertainers because the American people like 
to be entertained and they are willing in the mass 
to pay generously for it. Bing Crosby, the movie 
star, was paid $450,000 in 1940, and Clark Gable, 
now a soldier, was paid $357,000 in 1941. Edgar 
Bergen, who gave the world the inimitable Charlie 
McCarthy, was paid $282,000 in 1941. 

Such sums, huge though they are, represent the 
value of these men, working in a highly competitive 
field, as determined by their employers. 

s * x 

Hedy Lamarr provides an interesting case. She 
is suing her employer for failing to raise her pay 
last September from $1500 a week to $2000 a week, 
as her contract provided. Her employer took the 
view that, under the $25,000 salary limitation, the 
additional $500 a week was automatically canceled. 
Miss Lamarr contends that she should receive the 
sum the contract calls for and pay the Government ' 
in taxes all she gets above $25,000. 

What is true in the entertainment field is true 
in other fields. John L. Lewig in the labor move- 
ment; Eugene Grace, Owen D. Young, William M. 
Jeffers, W. 8S. Gifford and Charles F. Kettering in 
business and industry, Jascha Heifetz in music, 
Margaret Mitchell, author of “Gone With the Wind,” 
and Edgar Rice Burroughs, creator of Tarzan, in 
writing, Babe Ruth and Joe DiMaggio in baseball— 
these and many others could be cited to show that 
ability or popularity become recognized with high 
monetary rewards. If the President's executive or- 
der should stand, all these persons would be labeled 
at a flat top of value of no more than $25,000 a year. 

Let both the President and Congress start over. 
Both have made their mistakes in this matter, one 
of the latest being the plan in the House to put 
over the repealer in the form of a rider to an urgent 
pending bill. 

Let the President recommend and let Congress 
pass a wartime tax program in the general nature 
of that of England. The British have achieved the 
President’s end, but they have done it by taxation. 
Thus, whereas there were 19,000 Britons with an 
income above $16,000 in 1939, there were only 1250 
left in that bracket in 1941 

. — y « 

If Congress thinks that winning the war requires 
individual maximum income to be held, through tax- 
ation, to some fixed sum which it may determine, 
let Congress do this, whether that sum be $25,000 
or more than $25,000 or less than $25,000. 

If this is necessary to achieve our common vic- 
tory, all Americans, rich and poor alike, will, we 
believe, cordially approve. That would again answer 
Hitler’s stupid claim that American capitalistic de- 
mocracy is soft and decadent. 


LET’S BE REALISTIC ON THE PASS PROBLEM. 

It is unfortunate that the Public Service Co.’s fare 
proposals have been received with so much intem- 
perate criticism before all the facts are in. It is 
doubly unfortunate because, despite the plan to 
eliminate weekly passes, many passengers would 
actually save money by means of the proposed re- 
duction in token costs and the extension of transfer 
and token privileges to the three bus lines which 
now do not have them. 

Whether a majority of passengers would benefit 
is one of the points that will have to be determined 
before final judgment can be passed on the plan. 
If the five-man investigating committee appointed 
by the Board of Aldermen takes an unbiased attitude, 
it can develop some useful data. Public hearings by 
the Public Service Commission, as urged in another 
aldermanic resolution, would also be useful, but the 
State body, which has the final word, should make 
an inquiry of its own. 

The threat to bar busses from the streets if passes 
are eliminated, heard at the Aldermen’s session Fri- 
day, is absurd on its face. What a fine contribu- 
tion that would be toward soiving the city’s urgent 
transit problem! The whole question should be ap- 
proached on a more realistic basis than the early 
opposing statements indicate is being applied. 
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A POLITICIAN’S REACH FOR POWER? 

Citizens of Illinois may well ask: Why i# it that 
a bill has been introduced in their State Legislature 
to bring municipatly-owned utility plants under the 
regulation of the Illinois Commerce Commission? 

The proper agency to regulate a municipal water 
or power plant is a city’s own legislative body—its 
board of aldermen or council or commission, as the 


case may be. Some Illinois cities have public elec- 


tric power plants with shining records; Springfield 
is such an example. 

The present [llinois Commerce Commission , is 
loaded down with Chicago politicians of the ward- 
heeler variety. It certainly has done nothing to 
justify an enlargement of its authority in any direc- 
tion, to say nothing of an extension that would en- 
able it to put its hands on municipal plants. 

The opposition of the Illinois Municipal League 
should be enough to stop this scheme, whatever its 
motivation.

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NOTE ON WARTIME HUMOR. 

In looking over newspapers that come to our desk, 
we find that the Abe Martin feature, so popular a 
quarter-century ago, is showing up again here and 
there. We've just seen one that quotes the famous 
Brown County (Ind.) cracker-barrel philosopher, as 
saying: “True greatness comes from ability, but 
ther’s another kind that Hitler could achieve by 
keepin’ still.” 

Now what is wrong with this is the fact that 
Frank McKinney Hubbard of the Indianapolis News, 
who created and was in truth Abe Martin, died in 
1930, three years before Hitler came to power. In- 
deed, the Austrian paperhanger wasn’t cutting much 
of a swath in Germany in Kin’s last years.

Truman of Missouri

HE Truman Committee this week cele 
T brated its second successful birthday as 

one of the. most useful Government 
agencies of World War II. 

Had they had time, its 10 members might 
have toasted their accomplishments all 
night. They had served as watchdog, spot- 
light, conscience and spark plug to the eco- 
nomic war-behind-the-lines. They had prod- 
ded Commerce Secretary Jesse Jones into 
building synthetic-rubber plants, bludgeoned 
the President into killing off doddering old 
SPAB and setting up WPB. 

They had called the turn on raw-materials 
shortages, had iaid down the facts of the 
rubber famine four months before’ the 
famed Baruch report. One single investi- 
gation, of graft and waste in Army camp 
building, had saved the United States $250,- 
000,000 (according to the Army’s own Lieut. 
Gen. Somervell). Their total savings ran 
into billions, partly because of what their 
agents had ferreted out in the sprawling 
war program, partly because their hooting 
curiosity was a great deterrent to waste. 


Vigilant Eye of Democracy. 


In wartime, even more than in peace, a 
democracy must keep an eye on itself. This 
eye the Truman Committee has kept un- 
blinkingly and, by and large, well. 

Said one Washingtonian last week: 
“There’s only one thing that worries me 


more than the present state of the war ef- 


fort. That's to think what it would be 
like by now without Truman.” 


For a congréssional committee to be con- 
sidered the first line of defense—especially 
in a nation which does not tend to admire 
its representatives, in Congress assembied— 
is encouraging to believers in democracy. 
So is the sudden emergence of Harry Tru- 
man, whose presence in the Senate is a 
queer accident of democracy, as the com- 
mittee’s energetic generalissimo. 


Neat, grey Harry Shippe Truman was 
sworn in as Senator from Missouri in 1934. 
The only men seen to smile during the 
ceremony were two husky lieutenants of 
Boss Tom Pendergast’s notorious Kansas 
City Democratic machime, who sat beaming 
in the gallery. No one yet knows exactly 
why Boss Pendergast picked Truman for 
the Senate. Certainly Truman was no 
statesman in 1934. Neither had he ever 
been touched by scandal. 


A Quiet First Term. 


Truman was no ball of fire in his first 
term. He sat meekly in the freshman row, 
blinked when critics called him Pendergast’s 
“errand boy,” was second only to Pennsyl- 
vania’s Joseph Guffey (whose vote for New 
Deal measures was pure automatic reflex) 
in unswerving support of administration 
policies, 


In a perfect democracy, run without hitch, 
Truman would never have been returned 
to the Senate in 1940. A majority of Mis- 
souri Democrats, in full revolt against the 
machine, opposed him in the primary. But 
United States Attorney Milligan and ex-Gov. 
Stark split the opposition vote, and Tru- 
man slipped in with an 8000-vote plurality. 
For a nation whose administration, Army 
and war contractors are not perfect either, 
it has turned out to be a good thing. 


The Senate Committee Investigating Na- 
tional Defense was Truman’s own idéa. As 


Senator was responsible for launching committee, now two years 
old, to check on war program; it is praised by magazine as “one 
of the most useful Government agencies”; views chairman as “‘ac- 
cident of democracy,”

Time, 


County Judge he’ had awarded $60,000,000 
in contracts; he knew how hard it had 
been to get honest performance, Up rose 
the Senator to demand that Congress keep 
an eye on war expenditures: he had never 
yet found a contractor who, left unwatched, 
“wouldn't leave the Government holding the 
bag.” 


Funds Limited at First. 


At first nobody took the Truman Com- 
mittee seriously, The Senate gave him $15,- 
000 (about as much as the Dies Committee 
spends every seVen weeks) and a group of 
colleagues chosen mostly from junior Sen- 
ators. 


Truman’s junior Senators, hungry for 
tough assignments, went to work with a 
will. Harry Truman, a shrewd politician, 
a maker of friends, a great man for shoot 
ing trouble, always kept his committee hap- 
py and on the ball. It got more money, 
branched out, found itself deep in every 
phase of the war. Today few committees, 
and few men, wield such power. 


To a man once called errand boy, those 
efforts have produced gratifying results. 
The St. Louis Post-Dispatch, which once 
threw at him everything its angry editors 
thought fit to print, recently called him 
“one of the most useful and at the same 
time one of the most forthright and fear- 
less” of today’s Senators, In Kansas City 
he was feted by the Chamber of Commerce, 
which once fought him tooth and nail, A 
naturally shy and self-effacing man, Harry 
Truman brushes off the praise: instead of 
speaking himself in Kansas City, he intro- 
duced the members of his committee, let 
them talk, 


He Remains a Politician. 


Truman is still a politician, would be 
loyal to the Pendergast machine today if it 
still existed. “Tom Pendergast never asked 
me to do a dishonest deed,” he says. “He 
knew I wouldn't do it if he had asked me. 
He was always my ‘friend. He was always 
‘honest with me, and when he made a prom- 
ise he kept it. I wouldn’t kick a friend whem 
he was down.” . 


As committee chairman he is a man with 
a crusade. He says: “The goal of every 
man on the committee is to promote the 
war effort to the limit of efficiency and 
exertion. It doesn’t do any good td go 
around digging up dead horses after the 
war is over, like the last time. The thing 
to do is dig this stuff up now, and correct 
it. If we run this war program efficiently, 
there won’t be any opportunity for someone 
to stir up a lot of investigations after the 
war—and cause a wave of revulsion that 
will start the country on the downhill road 
to unpreparedness and put us in another 
war in 20 years... .” 


In many ways, Harry Truman and his 
committee, celebrating their anniversary 
this week by poring over another report, 
seemed the best living proof that democ- 
racy, even when imperfect, can be a suc- 
cess.

Training of ‘an American Boy 
To Become Pilot of a Bomber 


‘‘From The Ground Up,” by Corey Ford and Alastair

HE grey mist is over everything, hiding 

the sea and sky. The steady drone of 
the bomber’s motors is unnaturally loud in 
the mist, the Nft of the great ship is un- 
seen, only the indicators on the instrument 
panel jiggle steadily as the craft climbs 
higher and higher, headed eastward. A 
shadow is fading into the mist behind them, 
a shadow that is the coastline of the Amer- 
can continent. It is gone, and they are out 
over the ocean in the grey dawn. 

In the wild blue yonder, Chick and his 
gay crew are soaring to war. 

The metamorphosis of Chick, typical 
American boy, from a land-animal to an 
air-animal in nine weeks at Primary Flying 
School is related in this lively little book. 
Mom and Dad are taken behind the scenes 
to learn about his health, his social relaxa- 
tion and his religious care.

Intelligence has become the 
ticket of admission to the Air Forces. Mere 
education is not enough.

The instructors at Primary Flying School 
can determine what type of flyer a youthful 
candidate will make by his size and the 
cut of his jaw. If he is medium-sized and 
pugnacious, he will make the best fighter 
pilot. He need not be affable and carefree, 
but rather sober and seemingly humortiess. 
The easy-going fellow with cool head and 
a sense of responsibility is the ideal pros- 
pect for a bomber pilot. 

Obviously, Chick is the latter type, for 
in operational training—that’s the wind-up 
of preparations for the real thing—he is 
learning to work with eight other men as 
a bomber team. After four weeks of train- 
ing in teamwork, four weeks of squadron 
maneuvers and formations and a final four 
weeks of advanced formation flights and 
bombing, he is ready to go across. 

The authors don’t say so, but a spot of 
romance seems to be indicated for flyers. 
Chick had his—married Pudge after four 
dates.

U. $. €. OF C. ISSUES BULLETIN 
ON POSTWAR PROBLEMS 


WASHINGTON, March 6 (AP). 
—The United States Chamber of 
Commerce called today for imme- 
diate action toward meeting post- 
war problems, saying that “the 
preservation of the American way 
of life is one issue which we can- 
not afford to postpone until it 
reaches the crisis stage.” 

“When we entered the war in 
1941,” the statement said, “we had 
not solved the basic maladjust- 
ments which plagued us in the 
1930’s. Unless we take sound steps 
now, during the war, to set our 
house in order, these maladjust- 
ments may drive us to take des- 
perate steps in the postwar period, 
once the boom from banked-up 
‘savings’ and ‘deferred demand’ 
subsidies.” 

Dr. Emerson P. Schmidt, secre- 
tary of the chamber’s committee 
on economic policy, wrote this in 
the first of a series of bulletins, 
which will be “neither announce- 
ments of policy nor statement of 
final conclusions,” but intended to 
help “point to the things that must 
be done if we are to have the 
largest degree of individual free- 
dom and the best standards of liv- 
ing.”

Gen. Hurley, visiting 
Moscow on a special assignment 
for President Roosevelt, arranged 
the trip to the fronts during a 
conference with Premier Stalin at 
the Kremlin, 

For the actual entry into Soviet 
air, the Russian Government added 
to our American crew a navigator 
and radio operator from their own 
air corps—essentia] assistance for 
the jump over the rugged Elburz 
Mountains and across the Caspian 
into territory, where foreign planes 
without certain identification are 
shot down first and questions 
asked second. 

Neither section of our trip up 
to the fighting lines was a sight- 
seeing expedition; they were mili- 
tary reconnaissances in which 
every pertinent fact was laid out 
by the commanding generals of a 
great offensive operation for the 
critical scrutiny of the officers of 
an Allied Army. The co-operation 
in this respect could not have been 
more complete if we had been ob- 
servers with our own forces, 


Nazi Tactics Borrowed. 

The campaign which we reviewed 
in the Stalingrad sector was pains- 
takingly planned. Tactics which 
had worked well for the enemy 
were reviewed and transposed with 
modifications or improvements 
into the Soviet battle plan. Great 
dumps of supplies were estab- 
lished at the safest convenient 
points. 

Every facility for transport of 
the day to day needs of an attack- 
ing Army was pressed into service 
—aircraft, railroads, motor trucks, 
oxcarts and even sleighs. Man 
power was assembled in generous 
quantities, and the responsibility 
for leadership and execution placed 
in the hands of young officers 
whose knowledge of war had been 
gained in the field since June, 
1941. 

For obvious reasons, much that 
we saw and heard in this campaign 
must not be told publicly at this 
time. On the other hand, previous 
Soviet policy of permitting no 
foreign observers, either Allied or 
neutral, has created great mystery 
around actual frontline operations 
of the Red Army. The lifting of 
this veil in the case of the Don- 
Stalingrad offensive was a sub- 
stantial gesture toward more com- 
plete American-Soviet co-operation 
and co-ordination of effort. 


Soviet Battle Plan. 

Briefly, the Soviet battle plan 
called for the drive of a spearhead 
army due southward from Sera- 
fimovich on the bank of the Don 
with a piyot at Kletzkaya and 
further advance southeastward to 
another crossing of the winding 
river. In the vicinity of the rail- 
road line between Stalingrad and 
Kalach, junction was to be ef- 
fected with*two armies that had 
started westward from just south 
of Stalingrad and wheeled in a 
northerly westward direction for 
the closing of the pincers. 

Protecting the spearhead army 
from the north was another army 
on its west flank, employing the 
river Chir at its front against the 
Axis forces, and still another army 
on the east flank with the task of 
cleaning out all enemy forces with- 


in the Don elbow between Kletz- 
kaya and Peskovatka. 

Almost to the mile and to the 
minute, this program was carried 
out. Although preliminary opera- 
tions early in November had es- 
tablished the spearhead army at a 
good starting point between Sera- 
fimovich and Kletzkaya, the real 
push took place ih a crowded four 
days late in the month. 

When this 96-hour span was 
completed, the toughest fighting 
division of the spearhead army 
had joined hands almost due west 
of Stalingrad with units from the 
two Southern armies, the clean-up 
job inside the Don elbow had been 
done with merciless efficiency, the 
Western flank seemed securely 
covered at the Chir, and roughly 20 
enemy divisions were encircled be- 
tween the Don and Volga rivers. 


Little Air Fighting. 

Because of unfavorable flying 
weather, air strength has played 4 
very small part in this offensive 
operations, and we saw relatively 
little air action during our travels 
on either front. 

It was emphasized, however, that 
Soviet air reconnaissance had done 
a magnificent, job in supplying 
photographs and detailed informa- 
tion on enemy positions to the 
Red ground troops. 

Conversely, the Soviet command- 
ers told us that the surprise 
element had been complete in the 
preparation and launching of their 
offensive — largely because their 
fighters had driven off virtually 
every Axis reconnaissance plane 
before it could complete its mis- 
sion. | 

Apparently outnumbered and 
aware of it, the Axis air force 
showed itself hardly at all except 
for somewhat desperate attempts 
to move supplies across the Rus- 
sian ring into the area held by the 
encircled Axis divisions. 

At the farthest point of our own 
advance we'were stationed with 
the division that had effected the 
junction between the north and 
south Red forces and had then 
wheeled eastward to hammer at 
the entrapped Axis forces. 

Veterans of 15 months of steady 
fighting, for 12 days and nights in 
the forefront of this ‘offensive, 
this division typified the best that 
could have been found in any 
army. Their morale was high. 
The men were getting two hot 
meals daily and a third hot or cold. 


Commander Only 36. 

Their commander, a Georgian 
only 34 years old, had just been 
decorated and made a major gen- 
eral. The staff averaged under 30 
and their reception to Gen. Hurley 
was on a most friendly and co- 
operative man-to-man basis. They 
were proud of their handiwork 
and eager to display its every de- 
tail to use, 

In the path of this army that 
had carried the brunt of the of- 
fensive southward and eastward we 
found all the vestiges of violent 
conflict, of death and suffering, of 
defeat and victory. 

Numerous trophy dumps were 
piled high with rifles, bayonets, 
boots, helmets. Dispersed in parks 
were captured artillery pieces, 
much of its modern Axis-made ord- 
nance, tanks and tank destroyers. 
At two captured airfields were 
wrecks of some 60 Axis planes— 
Focke-Wulfs, Heinkels, Junkers

had full Italian sympathy. 

About the same time as the 
Destour leaders’ release, the Ital- 
ian commander in Tunis forced 
Vichy Governor Jean Esteva, now 
no more than a puppet in the 
hands of the Axis, to suppress the 
special allowances paid to French 
officials in Tunis. 

These allowances gave the 
French functionaries much larger 
salaries than their native col- 
leagues and have been a constant 
source of jealousy and discontent. 

Italy’s shrewd Tunisian policy, 
North African circles here believe, 
is gradually producing results and 
Tunisians are now wondering 
whether the Axis will not be more 
amenable to their wishes for com- 
plete independence than the Al- 
lies who are bound by their prom- 
ises to Gen, Charlies de Gaulle and 
Gen. Henri Giraud. Meanwhile, 
these circles forecast the full sup- 
port ‘of the Tunis population for 
the Axis war effort if Italian prop- 
aganda is not counteracted by Al- 
lied concessions to the Moslems in 
Algiers and Morocco. : 

The Italian policy, which is cal- 
culated to deprive France of her 
last remaining influence in Tunisia, 
contrasts strangely with the recent 
change of the Italian front toward 
Vichy. For the last few days the 
Fascist press, presumably reflect- 
ing Mussolini's new “policy of gen- 
erosity” toward Europe’s occupied 
and neutral countries, has dis- 
played;far greater understanding 
for France's position than hitherto. 

Il Nizzardo—an Irredentist news- 
paper founded solely to voice Ital- 
ian claims to Nice and Cofsica, 
which for months past has tire- 
lessly abused all Vichy politicians 
—today eulogizes Puppet Premier 
Pierre Laval as an “astute, patri- 
otic French politician.” Clearly, 
at least so far as France is con- 
cerned, Il Duce’s right hand ig- 
nores what his left is doing.

LONDON, March 6.—Germany’s 
latest edict against her French 


slaves is forcing skilled workers 
either to accept exile into German 
factories under “la releve”—or face 
starvation.

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Eisenhower Forced to Keep Many 
Troops on Guard Against Stab in 
Back by Franco’s Spanish Army 


With Threat of Attack Very Real, Corre- 
spondent in New Book Says Appease- 
ment Won’t Win Over Dictator.

WASHINGTON, March 6—Re- 
cently when things were going 
badly for Gen. Eisenhower in the 
Tunisian campaign, there were re- 
mewed reports that Spain was 
about to come into the war. That 
is one of Eisenhower’s handicaps 
in the African fighting—he must 
look back over his shoulder at the 
Spanish question mark. 

The Spanish dictator, Francisco 
Franco, sits on the American flank 
in Spain proper and in Spanish 
Morocco. Eisenhower, as would 
any responsible commander, must 
keep a large number of troops im- 
mobilized against the very real pos- 
sibility that Spain might suddenly 
come into the war on the Axis 
aide. 

A book has just appeared which 
gives many facts about the Span- 
ish enigma that have hitherto been 
concealed by the severest censor- 
ship in Europe. This is “Appease- 
ment’s Child” by Thomas J. Ham- 
ilton, who for two and a half years 
after the civil war ended in Spain 
was correspondent there for the 
New York Times. 


View on Appeasement. 

Most of what Hamilton learned 
during his stay in Franco’s Spain 
he could not report because the 
censors would not allow it. But 
he has told it all now in a volume 
of paramount importance for 
Americans today. What he tells 
does not tend to confirm the State 
Department’s optimism in believ- 
ing that Franco can be bribed to 
stay out of the war. 

In fact, Hamilton expresses the 
view that the State Department 
has been far too eager to seize 
on the slightest straw which would 
seem toindicate Franco was about 
to shift his allegiance to the de- 
mocracies. Thus when the dic- 
tator dismissed his brother-in-law, 
Serrano Suner, who had been 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, it was 
taken here as a sign that Franco 
was turning away from Hitler. But 
of the man who rules Spain with 
an absolutism rivaling that of the 
days of feudal monarchy, Hamil- 
ton says: 

“His community of purpose with 
Hitler and Mussolini has been 
strengthened by the fact that only 
the overthrow of France, England 
and the United States will permit 
Franco’s regime to obtain its am- 
bitions in Africa and Latin Amer- 
fea. These ambitions are a part 
of Franco himself and were not 
wished upon him by Serrano Suner 
or anybody else. If the situation 
Were reversed, if Germany and 
Italy were democracies, and 
Fascism were in control of Eng- 
land and the United States, he 
would, it is true, be pulled by di- 
vided loyalties. But in his view 
the road to Berlin leads to both 
Fascism and empire, and I do not 
believe that he could have been ap- 
peased in 1939; with the Nazis at 
Hendaye (on the Spanish border) 
there is no possibility of making 
him a loyal convert now.” 

A Careful Reporter. 

Hamilton shows himself a care- 
ful reporter, little given to exag- 
geration or to allowing his own 
opinions to interfere with his pre- 
sentation of what he saw. Few 
Americans have realized how far 
the State Devartment has gone in 
trying to buy off Franco, and the 
Spanish censorship has kept back 
the often curious results of that 
attempt. 

The author describes the stoning 
of the American Embassy by a 
gang of Fascist students from the 
University of Madrid. When Alex- 
ander Weddell, the Ambassador at 
that time, came out to protest 
against the demonstration, one of 
the students grabbed his arm and 
tried to hold it up in the Fascist 
salute while the others sang the 
party anthem, “Face to the Sun.” 
When Weddell broke away and 
started back into the Embassy, the 
stoning began. He was not hit. 

For nearly a week Weddell was 
kept waiting before he could see 
Franco. And when he saw him, he 
offered him a loan of 100 million 
dollars to be used for the acquisi- 
tion of wheat, gasoline, rubber, 
cotton, instead of demanding an 
apology. The only action ever 
taken by the Franco Government 
to make amends for the incident 
was to suspend the leader of the 
Madrid University Fascist organi- 
zation. 

Spain during the nearly four 
years of Franco’s rule has been a 
land of misery and fumbling gov- 
ernment incompetence. Govern- 
ments in Spain in the past have 
hardly been noted for their sym- 
pathetic and intelligent response to 
the peoples’ needs. But this one, 
according to Hamilton, has deliber- 
ately gone out of the way to keep 
alive the hatreds of the civil war 
and perpetuate division and dis- 
unity. 

Unity Not Wanted. 

He tells of attending a meeting 
of the youth organization of the 
Falange, Spain's Fascists, at which 
one member said it was time to 
forget the hatreds of the war and 
try to bring about a working unity 
in the interest of rehabilitation of 
the country. Every succeeding 
speaker denounced this suggestion. 
Such a proposal, it was intimated, 
must come from a “Red” and if 
its author was not careful he 
would find himself outside the or- 
ganization. 

Thousands if not hundreds of 
thousands of war prisoners are 
still in jails or concentration 
camps. This is one reason why 
Spain's productivity remains s0 
low, since many of these men are 


the side of the Loyalists. For 
many months after the end of the 
war there were hundreds of exe- 
cutions each week. 

Anyone suspected of even re- 


‘motely sympathizing with the re- 


public can be denounced and put 
on a blacklist which makes em- 
ployment all but impossible. The 
system in Spain puts a premium 
on spying and blackmail. In a 
country where the bureaucracy has 
always been notoriously ineffi- 
cient, a nation of individualists 
who resist all government, the ef- 
forts to impose rigid Fascist con- 
trols, on the pattern of Germany 
and Italy, has made for the utmost 
confusion and hardship, Hamilton 
points out. 

While many areas are starving, 
in others there is more than 
sufficient food. One reason is the 
failing transportation system 
which suffered heavy losses dur- 
ing the war. But another equally 
important reason is the lack of or- 
ganization within the country. 


His Symbol of Spain. 


Evidences of starvation are on 
every hand, according to Hamil- 
ton. He tells of seeing a boy of 
8 or 9, whose physical development 
was that of a child of 4, walking 
blindly down the highway weep- 
ing from hunger and oblivious to 
the Hamiltons’ car. He told them 
he had not had food for, 36 hours 
and was on his way to a town 
several miles away where he 
thought a sister might give him 
something to eat. 

When Hamilton and his wife 
gave the boy the remnants of their 
picnic lunch, he sat down by the 
road and began to wolf it with 
both hands. The author says that 
this pathetic, bewildered child will 
always remain for him a symbol 
of Franco Spain. 

In Madrid the few scraps in the 
garbage cans of the relatively well- 
to-do are fought over by the hun- 
gry. Yet the very rich are able to 
buy superlative meals in de luxe 
restaurants that ignore all the 
rationing and other restrictions. A 
dinner of seven or eight courses 
with wines and brandy can be ob- 
tained in any one of a dozen first- 
class restaurants that compare 
with the very best in this country. 

The bread which forms so large 
a part of Spain’s diet is becoming 
more and more ersatz. A consider- 
able amount of sawdust goes into 
it. Hamilton tells of lunching at 
the Ritz in Madrid and getting a 
sliver of wood in his gum from a 
piece of bread. An American 
woman who tried to smuggle a 
piéce of this half sawdust bread 
out of Spain to show the outside 
world what Spaniards were trying 
to exist on was thrown into jail. 
Mrs. Weddell, wife of the Amer- 
ican ambassador, and Therese 
Bonney, the American photogra- 
pher, were abused with obscenity 
in Madrid papers because they 
tried to take pictures of children 
in a bread line. 

For Exile Government. 


Hamilton recognizes that because 
of the African situation it may be 
necessary to give Franco wheat 
and gasoline. But we should de- 
mand in return the Spanish min- 
erals needed in our war effort, he 
says. The only time Franco and 
the Fascists have shown respect 
for our government is when we 
have taken a mildly independent 
stand, rejecting the insults and the 
scorn poured out by Franco and 
his henchmen. The author urges 
that a Spanish republican govern- 
ment-in-exile be set up in the 
United States or Mexico composed 
of the distinguished exiles now in 
this hemisphere. 


“This is a step,” he says, “that 
should be taken at once, for the 
Germans may invade Spain at any 
time and it will be much easier 
to convince the Spanish people of 
our desire to help them if we set 
up such a government before, 
rather than after, the Nazis take 
over. The Spanish republic, like 
the democratic governments of 
Czecho-Slovakia, Norway, The 
Netherlands, and other European 
countries, was overthrown by in- 
ternational Fascism; a Spanish 
government-in-exile has the same 
right to speak for its people as the 
other governments that will be re- 
stored after the war.” 


His proposal is, of course, direct- 
ly contrary to State Department 
policy. The present American 
Ambassador in Spain, Carlton J. H. 
Hayes has in recent speeches made 
it plain to Franco that we would 
do nothing either now or after the 
war to aid the establishment of a 
democratic government. Repeated- 
ly Hamilton warns that Franco 
cannot be appeased and that when 
Hitler decides the strategic mo- 
ment has arrived, Spain will come 
into the war. The events of the 
next few months may decide 
whether he has been too pessi- 
mistic, 


Confectionery Business Gains.

aviation assistant to the Secretary 
of Commerce; Col. Harold Harris, 
formerly vice-president of Pan-

Toward Reciprocity Policy?

This is a system of quid 
pro quo by which this country gets 


One of the questions the inter-de- 
partmental committee will have to 
decide soon is whether it will rec- 
ommend a change in the way Pan- 
American has successfully nego- 
‘tiated its franchises with foreign 
governments, particularly South 
America, without this Government 
relinquishing any reciprocal rights 
in this country. 

In Great Britain the Air Minis- 
try is making a similar study with 
an eye on looking after British air 
and maritime shipping interests. 
The British officials, like the 
American, will make nothing pub- 
lic, not even to members of Parlia- 
ment. In England, as in this coun- 
try, there is a “nationalistic,” or 
more specifically “imperialistic,” 
group and another group more “in- 
ternationally” minded. The. mari- 
time shipping interests, according 
to information here, are calling for 
“freedom of the air” in an effort 
to get into the civil aviation in- 
dustry. 

Early Recommendations Unlikely. 


It is hardly likely that the Amer- 
ican committee or the British Air 
Ministry will make recommenda- 
tions soon on “freedom of the air” 
or retention of “air sovereignty.” 
During the questioning period in 
the House of Commons, Capt. Har- 
old Balfour, the Joint Under Sec- 
retary for Air, said regarding the 
lack of British transport planes: 

“We must face the fact that with 
the .combined resources of our- 
selves and in the common pool for 
the common good of the common 
cause, we shall have to continue 
to look to the United States for 
the bulk of our transport demands 
for the next two or three years of 
the war.” 

Capt. Balfour pointed out that 
after the war, Britain would have 
more than one million aircraft 
workers, and that these men and 
women would have to be absorbed 
by the labor market or be forced 
to continue building fighters and 
bombers for which there would be 
little or no use. 

“It is because the Government is 
determined that this (the second 
alternative) shall not happen that 
we are prepared to take bold de- 
cisions as to what we are to do in 
the future,” said Capt. Balfour. 
“Postwar civil aviation is but one 
piece in the jigsaw of building up 
of the postwar world.” 

British Conservative Comment. 

A few of the British Conservative 
M. P.s were much more “national- 
istic’ than Mrs, Luce. Group Capt. 
John Allen Cecil Wright of Birm- 
ingham declared that “it’s no good 
trying to run a first-class empire 
with third-class aviation,” and 
urged the open-sky policy, “that is 
to say, freedom of all aircraft fly- 
ing over all countries, doing away 
with prohibited areas which 
smaller countries delight to put all 
over the maps.” He continued: 

“Now we have practically all the 
governments of the free nations 
in this country. We presume that 
we shall win this war, therefore we 
should put some restrictions on 


at least as much as it gives up, 


tion of the world after the war.” 

Through debate in Commons on 
Dec. 17, the theme of the Conserv- 
atives was that the enterprising 
Americans had got and would con- 
tinue to hold an upper hand in civil 
aviation, just as Mrs. Luce implied 
—(she boasted in a debate with 
Representative J. W. Fulbright 
(Dem.), Arkansas, that she had 
made no direct statements)—that 
the British would outsmart us if 
we didn’t watch out. 

Civilian and Military Aims. 

Expert observers in the aviation 
industry declare the inter-depart- 
mental committee and the British 
officials will have to get down to 
actual operational methods before 
an acceptable policy can be formu- 
lated. Civil’ aviation, they say, 
should not be confused with mili- 
tary aviation, especially as to the 
use of air bases. Many of the pres- 
ent military bases, they say, are 
almost worthless from a commer- 
cial point of view. If those built 
by the Americans, say in Africa, 
are relinquished, their cost should 
be charged up to the war, for which 
they were primarily built. Or they 
may be traded for commercially 
valuable rights in the Pacific. 

Another operational subject to 
be considered is whether American 
civil aviation shall continue in pri- 
vate hands, such as Pan-American 
for inter-continental flights, 
whether it shall be a purely gov- 
ernment enterprise or whether it 
shall be a combination, such as a 
semi-government corporation, with 
subsidies to private management. 

American aviation management 
is against a “freedom of the skies 
basic policy, believing it would play 
into the hands of the British and 
the Dutch. Naturally, private op- 
erators are against purely Govern- 
ment enterprise, which would put 
them out of business. <A. semi- 
governmental corporation, which 
would have a monopoly on certain 
lines, is looked upon with some 
favor. This, they say, would per- 
mit great flexibility and at the 
same time assure the company of 
diplomatic backing in foreign ad- 
ventures. It would also permit an 
extension of the reciprocity policy 
wherever necessary, with foreign 
services having the right to make 
landings in this country, just as 
we land in other countries, but 
would not permit intra-country op- 
erations here. This reciprocity 
policy is followed in American 
maritime shipping. Thus, foreign 
ships come to American ports, but 
do not have the right of “cabotage,” 
that is, they cannot engage in 
coastwise shipping or the trans- 
port of American goods from an 
American possession like Hawaii 
to San Francisco. 

How Reciprocity Would Work. 

Under a reciprocal air policy, 
Canadian transport planes flying 
to Mexico could unload passengers 
or goods at Lambert Field in St. 
Louis or pick up St. Louis passen- 
gers bound for Mexico, but could 
not carry passengers or goods be- 
tween St. Louis and New Orleans. 
The planes, of course, would have 
to come up to American standards 
and the crews would have to abide 
by American laws and regulations. 

Pan-American officials are proud 
of their international achieve- 
ments during the pdst 15 years and 
do not favor drastic changes in 
American policy, such as it is. 
Other countries have made civil 
aviation a political and military 
concern, and before they took over 
their own. airlines, they supported 
their private companies to the 
limit in foreign fields. 

No one réalizes the potentiali- 
ities of postwar civil aviation 
more than Pan-American officials, 
who have operated successfully 
around the globe under the stiff- 
est kind of competition including 
the subsidized German, Italian and 
Japanese lines.

FIVE-OGEAN NAVY 
10 BE COMPLETED 
N49, KNGK SAYS 


Speed Records Being Set 
to Enable Program to 


Be Finished Two Years 
Ahead of Schedule. 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER. 

WASHINGTON, March 6 (AP).— 
America’s record-breaking naval 
construction program is now mov- 
ing at such high speed, Secretary 
of the Navy Knox reported today, 
that the nation’s entire projected 
five-ocean’ navy will be in active 
service before the end of 1945. 

Previously it had been expected 


q that at least some of the new war- 
|ships might not be ready for com- 


bat until 1946 or 1947. Even al- 
lowing for war losses, the forces 
in commission by the end of 1945 
should be almost four times the 
strength of the fleet in existence 
when the European war began in 
1939. 

Knox discussed construction 
progress in his annual report to 
President Roosevelet, covering in 
the main the fiscal year 1942 
which ended June 30. 


Cites Need for Big Navy. 


“Under the impact of unprece- 
dented war,” he said, “fiscal 1942 
dissipated all previously conceived 
beliefs that a two-ocean navy 
would be enough. 

“Now it is realized that no navy 
will be sufficient which permits 
less than the most ships and 
Planes, equipped with the hardest 
hitting weapons, and manned by 
the best trained officers and men, 
in any area throughout the world 
where enemy forces may be met.” 

All the Navy’s efforts, Knox said, 
have been concentrated on produc- 
ing that “total adequacy to fight” 
and win what he called “the four- 
dimensional war of our enemy’s 
choosing—land, sea, air and the 
blending of them all into the 
amphibious,” 

In the last two years, he noted, 
the construction of 5,675,000 tons 
of naval craft has been authorized 
in addition to some smal] increases 
approved by Congress soon after 
the Evropean war began. All ships 
originally contemplated under this 
tonnage authorization actually are 
being built or are planned for 
building except several super- 
battleships which Knox identified 


in his report only as “some large 
units.” 


Speed Records Broken. 


“The over-all ship production 
program was scheduled for com- 
pletion in 1947,” he summed up, 
‘but speeded up construction has 
broken all previous records and it 
is now expected that, except for 
some large units upon which work 
has been suspended due to ma- 
terial shortages and the length of 
time required to build, the entire 
authorized tonnage will have been 
commissioned and put into active 
service before the close of 1945.” 

He made no specific prediction 
as to completion of the Navy's au- 
thorized quota of 27,500 planes, but 
it appeared that under co-ordi- 
nated construction Plans those 
would be buileas required to pro- 
vide aircraft for the expanded 
fleet. . 

Financial obligations incurred by 
the Navy during the year, Knox 
said, amounted to $21,219,509,445 
and in addition $10,670,627,335 of 
obligations was carried over from 
the preceding fiscal period. Of 
this total of $31,890,136,780, the 
sum of $8,778,850,436 was paid, 
leaving an unpaid balance of $23,- 
111,286,344 outstanding on June 30. 
This balance represented contracts 
providing for future payments. 


Review of the War. 


In reviewing the Navy’s part in 
the war, the report covered the pe- 
riod from the attack on Pearl Har- 
bor through the battle of Midway. 
Knox declared the Japanese had 
lost their big chance to establish 
themselves closer to continental 
United States at the Midway battle. 
The enemy’s losses, including four 
aircraft carriers, were crippling, he 
said, 

“It would not be possible to 
overemphasize the value and valor 
of naval aviation’s contribution to 
these first six months of the war,” 
Knox declared. “Years of planning 
and training in naval aviation paid 
dividends when they were most 
needed as our flyers and their Ma- 
rine Corps comrades smashed the 
Jap’s bid to cash in on his Pearl 
Harbor success by establishing 
himself menacingly closer to the 
continental United States.” 

Of the fighting in the Atlantic, 
he said that in the early months of 
the war the Navy’s ability to escort 
convoys was taxed to the utmost 
and that situation provided the op- 
portunity for Axis submarines to 
“inflict serious losses on coastwise 
shipping” in American waters. 

“These high merchant vessel 
losses were sustained up to the end 
of the fiscal year, by which time, 
however, the rush-production of 
antisubmarine vessels—both air and 
surface—began to produce results.” 


ernments have finally realized the 
importance of postwar civil avia- 
tion and have it “under study.”

ness of all the peoples in the world 
this war is being fought for or 
against the ideal of racial superi- 
ority,” says an article in the June 
issue of Fortune magazine. 

For example, take away from 
the Chinese people, so their spokes- 
men tell us, the conViction that 
they are fighting for a world in 
which is recognized the “sovereign 
equality of all peoples,” in which 
China will bé given complete con- 
trol of her own territory and her 
own affairs, in which there is to 
be equality of opportunity for their 
people without discrimination be- 
cause of race—take this conviction 
from China and her morale would 
be terribly damaged. 

To encourage their just aspira- 
tions and win the war with their 
able help and then cut the ground 
from under their highest hopes 
would be to store up trouble for 
the future. Considering China’s 
great future, sheer self-interest, to 
say nothing of Christian morality, 
should make us ready to do full 
justice to the people of China. 

Reform Should Begin at Home. 

This principle of equality of op- 
portunity should begin at home. 
At the present time our own 
Negroes in many respects are 
denied equality of opportunity, 
Forming somewhat less than 10 per 
cent of the population, through un- 
employment they made up 20 per 
cent of the relief rolls. In New 
York City, with 6 per cent of the 
population, they formed 26 per 
cent of the unemployed. In the 
present industrial defense boom 
until the United States Govern- 
ment stepped into the picture, 
“nearly three-quarters of our de- 
fense plants refused to hire 
Negroes except as janitors. Many 
of those which did hire Negroes 
for industrial work confined them 
to jobs below their skills.” (“Man- 
power,” issued by the Manpower 
Commission.) 

This treatment of the Negro in- 
jures us abroad and qualifies our 
cause in the eyes of the world. But 
more than that it is a source of 
discontent at home, And it is from 
such social injustices that radical 
movements spring. “The American 
Constitution, like Christianity, is 
based on the principle that every 
man is born with the inalienable 
right to equality of opportunity.” 
(Fortune Magazine, June, 1942.) 
And the Negroes are entitled to 
equality of opportunity, in secur- 
ing an education, in training them- 
selves for skilled occupations, and 
in securing jobs according to their 
skills and abilities. 

This is their only chance of eco- 
nomic survival and development. 
The American Negro is not asking 
for charity or for special privilege, 
but he is asking for a fairly equal 
opportunity in training and work 
to prove his worth as a man and 
as a citizen. He is asking for a 
chance to feel that he “belongs” in 
America and to America. It is dif- 
ficult to see how a true democracy 
can offer him less than this. “We 
are members one of another: if 
one member suffers all the mem- 
bers suffer with it.” 

More Just, More Fruitful U. 8. 

Third, we seek a better America, 
more just, more fruitful for all,’ in 
which all our people have the op- 
portunity through work to live in 
dignity and free from want. When 
Julian Huxley says that the devel- 
oped human individual is “the 
highest product of the cosmic 
process that we know,” and that 
“the development of individuals is 
the ultimate yardstick by which to 
measure human progress,” he is 
saying in his way what religion 
for several thousand years has 
said of the dignity and signifi- 
cance of the human being and of 
his right to the fullest opportunity 
for self-development. The human 
being comes first. And his right 
to find through work the oppor- 
tunity for a full personal life and 
economic security is the first 
charge on our economy. 

In the development of the indi- 
vidual, the right to work is basic. 


Work is much more 
than bread; 


important 
for work produces 
bread, and it also offers the 
ground of self-respect without 
which man cannot live. 


Unemployment. is the final curse 
of our social system. The eco- 
nomic distress which it entails is 
bad enough, According to the 
Beveridge report, social surveys of 
England show that from three- 
fourths to five-sixths of all the 
want of England is due to inter- 
ruption of earning power. 

But beyond the economic dis- 
tress of unemployment is its moral 
shock, the sense of being useless 
which Thomas Huxley many years 
ago said was the greatest shock 
which human nature could _ re- 
ceive; the feeling that one is not 
needed, is outside the common 
community; the humiliation which 
comes of inability to support one’s 
family, and the terrible hurt of 
seeing one’s wife and children in 
want, 

Unemployment Problem. 


No nation can afford unemploy- 
ment. No nation can afford what 
it does to the moral fiber of its 
people. It is also a source of vast 
discontent within any nation. A 
plain fact of the last 10 years is 
that, to some extent, Hitler rose 
to power in Germany on the backs 
of the unemployed in Germany, 
and it was this frustration, this 
sense of uselessness, in millions of 
lives which helped to smooth his 
path. It is also a contributing 
cause of war. For Hitler knew 
that he could cure unemployment 
through rearmament. He specif- 
ically promised this. And beyond 
that he also knew that men will 
willingly fight for some cause 
rather than eat out their hearts 
in the bitterness of idleness. 


Unemployment can be cured in 
time of war, as we now know; it 
can also be cured in time of peace 
if there is the will to do it and the 
will to make the necessary common 
sacrifice. “If we can achieve full 
employment by making tanks, why 
cannot we do it by building 
schools?” asks Stuart Chase, or a 
number of things which our people 
need, 

The whole people acting through 
its Government as its agent should 
assume responsibility for the elim- 
ination of unemployment. Private 
enterprise, of course, must be given 
every possible chance to absorb 
the workers of the country. But 
where private enterprise fails in 
this effort, and to the extent to 
which it fails, the Government 
should be ready to put people to 
work and thus maintain the na- 
tional income. 

Sacrifice Required. 


This will require some sacrifice 
on the part of everyone. But a little 
sacrifice all along the line is better 
than the huge piles of sacrifice to 
which we are introduced periodi- 
cally. ’ 

Along with the attack on un- 
employment there should be also a 
direct attack upon want. There 
is now proposed for England a uni- 
fied compulsory system of social 
insurance which in times of loss of 
earning power would maintain fam- 
ilies on flexible level high enough 
to abolish want, but low enough to 
keep incentive kindled, 

In this country there should be 
an extension of our system of so0- 
cia] insurance to accomplish the 
same purpose, and to free this 
country of the “scandal of want.” 
“Poverty is not inevitable any 
longer,” said Donald Nelson. 

War offers men a Cause in 
which they are needed, for which 
they are willing to suffer. We have 
yet to make articulate an equally 
compelling Cause in days of peace. 
But the Cause is there, this Cause 
of human welfare, this Cause of 
making America a better place for 
all her citizens, this Cause of help- 
ing to build a better world for all 
peoples. Here is a Cause capable 
of enlisting the best and highest 
gifts men have to give.

NAZIS REPORTED 
SFFKING 28 MORE 
TALIAN DIVISIONS 


Ribbentrop Said to Have 
Demanded Six for Tu- 
nisia at Once and 22 
for Other Fronts...

BERN, March 6--Nazi Foreign 
Minister Joachim von Ribbentrop 
was sent to Italy to beg for more 
troops, according to information 
from a reliable foreign source just. 
arrived here from Rome. 

Other and more sensational ac- 
counts of Von Ribbentrop’s mis 
sion, this source says, should be 
discarded. Hitler’s sole object was 
to get a far greater military con- 
tribution from Italy, without un- 
duly alarming Mussolini by disclos- 
ing the desperate necessity for it. 
This task was so delicate that he 
entrusted it to the Reich’s ablest 
diplomat. 

Von Ribbentrop asked Mussolini 
for six new divisions immediately 
and another 22 as soon as possibile. 
He further told the Italian dictator 
that the new forces would not be 
required for the Russian front. 

Six divisions are wanted for Tu- 
nisia, which Hitler is determined 
to hold another two months, at 
least, in the hope of delaying the 
opening of a second front which 
at this particular moment would 
be catastrophic for the Axis. 

ss Plans Defense Line. 

These two months, Hitler intends 
to use for the construction of a 
defense line along the Donets and 
Dwina, which will enable him te 
resist Russian pressure while con- 
fronting an Allied landing in the 
west. 

Twenty divisions are required 
mainly to replace German forces 
recently transferred to the Russian 
front from France. A limited num- 
ber of them will take over the 
Balkans front now that the Wehr- 
macht has broken the brunt of re- 
sistance by Yugoslav and other 


Hitler’s objective in assuring 
Mussolini that the new Italian di- 
visions were not wanted for Russia 
was twofold. First, he was an- 
ticipating the condition that Mus- 
solini was certain to put forward 
as the price for supplying Hitler 
with more cannon fodder. 

Secondly, he was placing Italian 
troops on a front where they are 
likeliest to give a good account of 
themselves. 

Experience has taught Hitler 
that the Italians are not at their 
best on the windswept steppes of 
Russia. Also, that their morale is 
greatly strengthened when they 
feel that they are fighting for Italy 
rather than the Axis. 

Some Divisions Returning. 

Von Ribbentrop’s visit to Italy, 
according to this same source, was 
arranged following Mussolini's de 
mand for the withdrawal of the 
mauled Italian forces caught in 
the Russians’ second winter offen- 
sive. 

Of the 16 divisions Italy sent te 
the eastern front, six, my inform- 
ant discloses, have 
turned home. 


been so. badly shattered, Roman 
circles believe, that they are stop- 
ping off in Bavaria for a “wash 
and brushup,” as their present ap- 
pearance would scarcely brace

Only one division will remain in 
Russia as a “symbol” of Italy's 
participation in the Axis struggle 
against the bolshevists.

For hands that get extremely 
grimy, here is a hand cleanser; your 
druggist can make it up for you: 
Sodium perborate, two drams; pow- 
dered pumice, one-half dram; pow- 
dered soap (U. S. P. castile), one 
ounce; kaolin, three ounces. 

After each washing, rinse off all 

3 soap carefully and dry thoroughly. 

8 push the cuticle back gently, first 

with a soft towel and then with the blunt end of an orange 

stick. Don’t use a sharp instrument on the cuticle as it may 
injure the growing nail. 
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Clean under the nails with an orange stick and 
never with a nail file. A file roughens the under 
surface of the nail tip and dirt that collects on this 
roughness is hard to remove. Now apply a hand 
lotion, to keep hands smooth and to prevent chapping.

@ THE NAIL EDGE should be beveled with the fine side 
of an emery board instead of using a steel file, as the file 
leaves the edge of the nail rough and dirt can stick here or 
splitting occur. 

Roughness and chapping of the hands is due to insuffi- 
cient natural oil—usually because of removal of oil by exces- 
sive washing or strong soaps. To keep the hands soft, avoid 
irritating soaps and wash the hands as little as possible for 
the time being. Apply olive oi] or lanolin or a soothing lotion 
at bedtime, covering the hands with a pair of old cotton 
gioves. And always wear gloves out-of-doors on cold days, 
to avoid chapping cold winds.

Even though the working girl can’t always keep 
her hands decorated with colorful polishes, the nails 
should be kept manicured. Hang-nails and roughness

Place dish in pan 
of hot water and bake in moderate 
oven (325 degrees) 30 to 35 min- 
utes. Serve imemdiately. 

To make vanilla sauce use two 
tablespoons butter; one teaspoon 
vanilla; one-half cup sugar; one 
tablespoon cornstarch; one cup 
boiling water. 

Mix sugar and cornstarch to- 
gether. Gradually add boiling wa- 
ter, stirring constantly until boil- 
ing point is reached. Boil five 
minutes. Remove from heat, add 
butter and vanilla and stir until 
blended. 


Spanish Sauce 


Are you good at making omelets? 
There is nothing nicer for break- 
fast or luncheon than a well made 
omelet with a good sauce. Here is 
a recipe for Spanish sauce: 

One and one-half cups canned 
tomatoes; one medium sized green 
pepper, diced; one medium sized 
onion, finely chopped; one-half cup 
fresh mushrooms, thinly sliced; 
one-half cup tomato sauce or thick 
tomato soup; one teaspoon dry 
mustard; one-half teaspoon salt; 
one-eighth teaspoon cayenne pep- 
per; one teaspoon Worcestershire 
‘sauce; two tablespoons cooked 
ham, minced; one teaspoon extract 
of beef; one tablespoon butter. 

Cook green pepper, onion and 
mushrooms with just enough water 
to cover for 10 minutes. Add toma- 
toes, tomato sauce and seasonings 
and cook together until boiling 
point is reached. Then add ham 
and extract of beef (melt extract 
of beef with a tablespoon or two 
of boiling water). Just before 
serving stir in butter. This sauce

Already in the big money in 
Hollywood and described as a def- 
inite white hope, Carney feels that 
a couple of meal checks weren't 
too much to pay as the price of his 
success, In fact, he had Hemp- 
stead over to his modest bungalow 
for dinner the other night for 
which the entree was a platter of 
eggs benedict.

Building Up the Soil for Your Victory Garden 


good for is a brickyard!” 
How often have you heard 
would-be gardeners soundly con- 
demn backyard clay, apparently 
not knowing that it can be im- 
proved to yield worthwhile crops. 

Yes, clay soil can be turned into 
that excellent friable clay loam 
that is a grower’s treasure. Of 
course, it would be much simpler 
if we could start out with loamy 
soil or had at least an extra sea- 
son to make the change. But we 
can make the best of what we 
have before spring planting—and 
it will turn out well. 

To turn “brick” clay into well 
conditioned, crumbly clay loam— 
that’s our job, Generals in Blue 
Jeans. Then the soil bacteria will 
work for us and the roots of our 
vegetables will be able to “suck in” 
their food and we'll have all-sum- 
mer long success in our gardens. 


The Four “Musts.” 

1. “Liming” does many important 
jobs in aiding our soil’s “fluffi- 
ness.” Its action changes the soil 
structure, increases the spaces 
between the solid particles of soil 
so that the soil can hold more air 
and moisture. “Liming” increases 
some of the soil compounds that 
neutralize “acid indigestion” (a 
common illness of our clay soil). 
Also, lime hurries up the soil bac- 
teria manufacturing of important 
foods for our plants. There are 
more reasons for “liming”—but 
surely you are already convinced 
that the small expense of liming 
is very worthwhile. 

Crushed or ground limestone is 
what your garden soil prefers. 
Figure on using about 10 pounds 
for each 100 square feet of your 
garden—and spade it in deeply. 

2. Coal ashes and sand spaded 
deeply into the ground do a fine 
job of “fluffing” and make more 
air spaces in the soil. Spread the 
ashes some two inches deep over 
the garden area — take out the 


. a only thing this soil is 


clinkers for it is too close to grow- 
ing time for them to break down— 
and spade under the ashes and 
sand. 

8. Clay soil needs organic ma- 
terial. Organic materials do two 
outstanding jobs in conditioning 
clay soil, besides the many other 
good effects. They hold many 
times their own weight in moisture 
and they become plant food when 
the soil bacteria work on them. 
Peat moss and commercial Humus, 
dried cow manure, poultry and 
sheep manure (put up in sacks), 
all add organic material. Like the 
lime, they are investments in good 
soil—will be keeping on their good 
work for your 1944 garden. How- 
ever, they are somewhat scarce 
this year—so figure how much you 
will need according to the kind 
you are going to buy—and order 
it right away. 

Rake organic material deeply 
into the soil—and then there’s just 
one more step in reconditioning 
your garden clay, 

4. Pulverizing the soll is more 


important than ever—since soil has 
come under the scientist's eye. 

After you've spaded, get to work 
with the hoe for pulverizing. 


Now for the Fertilizers. 

The Government has banned 
commercial fertilizers for lawns 
and flowers this year. The needs 
for vegetable gardens are a dif- 
ferent matter. The Government 
has specified the formula for vege- 
table growing to help us grow good 
crops. However, transportation 
difficulties and the needs for some 
of the chemicals in war industries 
make for a scarcity. Order your 
commercial fertilizer now—plan to 
use it sparingly, wisely. 

Nitrogen, phosphorus and potas- 
sium are the big three in fertiliz- 
ers, just as they are the big three 
in chemical analyses of plants. 
Each of them has its particular 
job in stimulating growth, regulat- 
ing development and maintaining 
the healthiness and hardiness of 
vegetables from the roots on up 
to the topmost leaves. 

Magnesium, iron, boron—there’s 
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a long list of the elements, each 
in some way essential to plant life 
and ordinarily found in soil. Com- 
mercial fertilizers contain all 
most important of th 

why they are complete, 

plant foods, 


Instead of one heavy meal, give 
your plants a regular, well-bal- 
anced diet. We get indigestion 
from too much food—in plants 
here’s what happens. Too much 
food around the foots breaks the 
balances between the soil solution 
and the solution of the sap in the 
plant. So-called “burning” results 
-—and the plants wilt. 


For your garden soil, scatter the 
commercial fertilizer about a week 
before planting time, after the soil 
has been conditioned. Follow the 
manufacturers’ directions as _ to 
amount, for this varies with the 
different products. The experts 
don’t agree on the best way to ap- 
ply commercial fertilizers. Some 
recommend using it as a side dress- 
ing to the rows, some say dig it 
in at least six inches, etc. And 
there are some, who I follow, who 
advise scattering it and raking it 
into the surface. It has the ten- 
dency to sink down of itse!lf and 
since my garden calls .or using 
all the space as completely as pos- 
sible, I like to be sure that wher- 
ever the roots may wander, they 
will find their food supply ready.

HE family is the unit of chief 
T importance in a nation. Things 

look bad for the family today. 
The younger members are in Serv- 
ice, the older ones at work in 
distant factories, the mothers go- 
ing into war work of all sorts, the 
younger children left to shift for 
themselves or be tended by stran- 
gers. That, roughly, is what is 


happening in many homes thie 


day. 


I hasten to say, Yes, I know we 
are at war. It allows nobody to 
escape. But my chief interest in 
life is the preservation of the na- 
tion’s childhood and youth, and be- 
cause children need, indeed must 
have, a family with whom to grow 
up, I am anxious about its preser- 
vation. 

Mothers are the backbone and 
the heart of the family. It is they 
who hold it together. When 
mothers, for any reason, leave 
home, the children are for all es 
sential purposes, bereft of a home. 
No stranger however well mean- 
ing, however affectionate, however 
skilled, can take the mother’s 
place to her children. 
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THE STRANGER may keep the 
house cleaner, may be a better 
cook, manager and disciplinarian, 
the children may be cleaner and 
more punctual and much quieter, 
but the home and the family are 
not functioning in those mechan- 
ically cared for children. Only 
their mother will ever be able to 
bring the home feeling to those 
children. And that feeling is what 
keeps them and their country at 
the top in spirit and in the flesh. 


War brings many excitements, 
creates many new standards, not 
all of which are real, or of value. 
Women who wear uniforms feel 
these excitements and accept these 
wartime values to the loss of their 
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children. Mothers who stay at 
home never have their pictures in 
the papers. Nobody writes them 
up. Nobody sends them a pay- 
check at the end of the month, 
either, They rise every morning, 
feed the baby, bathe the children, 
give them their breakfasts, get the 
school children out in good order, 
do the marketing, feed the baby 
again, do a bit of washing, prepare 
lunch, rest, give the baby his food, 
air him, do a bit of sewing, mend- 
ing, ironing, whatnot, get his din- 
ner ready, cook it, serve it, clear 
it away, see that the children do 
their lessons, see that they go to 
bed clean, hear their prayers, tell 
them a story, tend the baby once 
more, and get to bed. The next 
day the same, with a monotonous 
sameness of schedule. 
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THIS WOULD be a dreadful fate 
if the tasks were not performed in 
love, as they are. Each day’s serv- 
ice renders the children a little 
bit more sure, a little bit stronger, 
a little bit more understanding of 
the love and care surrounding 
them, Each day the mother sees 
her work expanding her children 
body and soul and her own soul 


expands and rejoices. She is do- 
ing the greatest possible service 
for her country, holding her fam- 
ily together in bonds of affection. 


For this she will win no medals, 
no word of public appreciation, 
but there will come a day when 
her child will ask, “Where were 
you, mother, during the great 
war,” and she will say, proudly, 
“I was with you, helping you to 
grow up into the fine strong use 
ful young person you are today.” 

And somewhere in her soul she 
will hear a voice saying, “Well 
done, good and faithful servant.”

22-Year-Old Youth Buys Callaway County Place Settled by Great-Grandfather I|11 Years Ago *

So Edgewood Farm, historic 
Callaway County estate of the Gill 
family, held by three generations 
for 111 years, is still in the family, 
now owned by James William Gill 
of the fourth generation, great- 
grandson of the covered wagon 
pioneer who settled upon it in 
1831. Jimmy, 22 years old, saved it 
when it was put up at partition 
sale at the courthouse door, as his 
last act of devotion before being 
inducted into the Army. In keep- 
ing it out of the hands of strang- 
ers he brought an end to a bitter 
family feud that had lasted many 
years, 

Out of Fairfax County, Vir- 
ginia, in that year of 1831, came 
Daniel Gill.and his wife, Matilda, 
with an immigrant ‘train, and 
homesteaded a quarter section on 
a ridge in what, 10 years before, 
a county had been formed and 
named Callaway. In the following 
year, having built a log house and 
complied with other requirements, 
he received a land grant signed by 
President Andrew Jackson. In the 
nearly half a century that he 
lived there Daniel Gill increased 
his holdings to about 640 acres. He 
died Jan, 26, 1880. His funeral was 
held at Union Methodist Church, 
built on the farm, the first in the 
community, and buried in the 
family graveyard. 

One of his sons, James, who had, 
gone to St. Louis and prospered 
there in the box-making industry 
and had married Julia Frances 
Poorman, with whose father he 
was associated in business, bought 
out the other heirs and maintained 
Edgewood Farm as a country 
estate while still occupying a home 
in the city. 

One of James’ sons was James 
Ray, called Ray, who had great 
skill as a cabinetmaker and who 
was expected by his father to suc-. 
ceed him in business, but he was a 
farmer at heart and persuaded his 
father to let him take over the 
operation of the Callaway County 
estate. So when he was only 21 
years old he became the master of 
Edgewood Farm. 

As farmer and stock raiser he 
prospered. The log house was 
moved from the knoll on which it 
stood and a frame house built. 
There his parents spent as much 
time as his father could spare 
from his business until he retired, 
to spend their remaining days on 
the farm. In preparation for their 
coming Ray doubled the size of the 
house, with 14 rooms in the east 
and west wings. Ornate mantels 
and other important interior wood- 
work were wrought by him, At 
the same time, at about the turn 
of the century, he built a large 
barn with a smoothly floored loft. 
When it was finished he dedicated 
it with a barn dance that was the 
talk of the countryside and of the 
St. Louis social circles in which 
the Gills and the Poormans moved. 
There were many guests from St. 
Louis, who went by rail or boat to 
Portland on the Missouri River 
and were met there and taken in 
farm vehicles the seven miles to 
the farm, east of Readsville, where 
some of them enjoyed the hos- 
pitality of the Gills for days. 
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T the invitation to the people of

the country was general and 

hundreds came. For the con- 
venience of the guests a grand 
stairway, 16 ft. wide, had been built 
from the door to the loft, which was 
decorated and illuminated with lan- 
terns. There was an orchestra 
from St. Louis and refreshments 
were provided by the host. Square 
dances vied for favor with the 
waltz. It was break of day before 
the last of the horse-drawn ve- 
hicles had gone down the long 
winding drive to the county road. 

The dance gave Ray ‘Gill £0 
much satisfaction, for he was so- 
cially minded and expansive in his 
hospitality, that every autumn for 
several years he repeated it. 

Ray remained a bachelor until 
after the death of his father in 


July, 1918. Then, at the age of 45, 


he married Rosalie Tate, who 
lived near Williamsburg, and in- 
stalled her as his bride in the east 
wing of the big house. His mother 
continued to live in the west wing, 
as during her husband’s life. 

Relations between mother-in-law 
and daughter-in-law were not more 
pleasant than is usual when women 
so related live under the same 
roof. Rosalie, considerably young- 
er than her husband, had diffi- 
culty in adjusting herself to the 
rigidity of his aging mother, As 
time went on there was little com- 
munication between the west wing 
and the east wing, so far as the 
women were concerned, although 
Rosalie saw to it that the older 
woman was not neglected so far 
as her physical needs were con- 
cerned. Ray, folks say, was good 
to his mother. He bought for her 
everything that she wanted, even 
fruit out of season that had to be 
brought from a distance. Every 
evening at 7 o’clock he went to 
the west wing to spend an hour 
or two with his mother, often tak- 
ing his little son, Jimmy, with him, 
His mother kept cookies and candy 
and toys in her room for the boy 
and while he played his father 
talked with her and read to her, for 
her sight was impaired, until she 
lost her hearing alse. 

On account of the age and in- 
firmity of his mother, life on the 
farm was quiet in contrast to the 
gaiety that there had been before.

It went on that way for 16 years 
and then, on Oct. 15, 1934, Ray 
died, and was buried beside his 
father in the family graveyard on 
the farm. 

It was in obedience to the wish 
of the 92-year-old woman that her 
only remaining son, Clarence, and 
his wife, Cora, came from St. Louis 
to take care of her. Conditions in 
the big: house, with a mother-in- 
law and two daughters-in-law un- 
der the same roof, were worse than 
they had been before, The aged 
woman, known as Aunt Frank by 
most of her relatives and old 
friends, disliked Clarence’s wife 
because, as she was quoted as 
having said, Clarence had married 
her after being divorced from his 
first wife. Mrs. Lucy V. Jackson 
told about that in a deposition she 
gave in litigation that came later. 
“Aunt Frank never had any use 
for Cora,” Mrs. Jackson testified, 
“because she didn’t come into the 
family just right. Clarence was 
divorced. He left his other wife.”

LARENCE’S first wife, Nettie, 

Mrs. Jackson said, was devoted 

to her and Aunt Frank grieved 
over the separation. Once, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Jackson, who was a 
cousin by marriage, Mrs. Gill said 
to her; “I’ve got Clarence and Net- 
tie’s picture on the wall, and I 
don't know what Clarence thinks 
of that.” 

The three-cornered household did 
not long hold together. On April 
24, 1935, Mrs. Rosalie Gill and her 
young son left-the farm. Mrs. Gill 
says she was given by Clarence to 
understand that they were not 
wanted there any longer and were 
requested to leave, 

For seven years Aunt Frank 
lived on in loneliness in the west 
wing, seldom seen by anyone be- 
cause callers were not encouraged, 
Clarence told themé that she was 
not in a condition to have visi- 
tors. When she died, June 29, 1941, 
at the age of 98, she is believed to 
have been comforted, as long as 
consciousness lasted, by the 
thought that, when she was gone, 
Jimmy, her favorite grandson, 
would have Edgewood Farm, for 
she had always said it was her 
wish for Clarence to have her St. 
Louis property and Jimmy to have 
the farm. 

What had allegedly been hap- 
pening at the farm during the 
seven years came out in a suit 
filed to the May term, 1942, of the 
Callaway County Circuit Court, to 
set aside a deed. It was filed by 
James William Gill, lately come 
of age, against his uncle and aunt, 
Clarence and Cora Gill, and oth- 
ers. It alleged that a deed for 
the farm, given by Mrs. Julia Gill 
to Clarence on Nov. 4, 1935, was 
the result of fraud and deception 
and the exercise of undue influ- 
ence on a woman who was 92 
years old, practically blind, infirm

and feeble in mind and body and 
unable to read. It was alleged that 
she had wanted her grandson to 
have the farm and her son to have 
her St. Louls property, but Clar- 
ence was represented as having 
told her he wouldn’t manage the 
farm or have anything to do with 
it unless she deeded it to him. 
Clarence was alleged to have kept 
her in an upstairs room and did 
not let the plaintiff or her mother 
and friends see her except in his 
presence, 


It was alleged that Clarence had 
destroyed a will made by his 
mother giving the farm to Jimmy. 
There is on file with the papers 
in the case an unexecuted will con- 
taining an item reading: “ I give 
and bequeath unto my grandson, 
James William Gill, the farm 
known as Edgewood Farm, near 
Readsville, Mo., with a life insur- 
ance in it to his mother, Rosalie 
Gill.” 

The trial, bitterly contested, 
widened the breach between the 
branches of the family and the 
numerous collateral relationships. 
Sympathy was on the side of the 
boy, for he was well regarded and 
most of the relatives and friends 
‘knew that it was his grandmother's 
wish for him to have the farm, 
and they were sure she died in 
the belief that he would have it 
and that it would remain in the 
family, as she also greatly de- 
sired, 

The decision was that the deed 
was obtained by fraud, undue 
influence, over-persuasion and 
threats. It was set aside and 
Clarence and James were declared 
sole heirs of Mrs. Julia Gill, with 
James entitled to a half interest in 


the farm, free from such incum- 
brances as had been placed on it 
by Clarence, 

There were three other suits, 
two to replevin household effects 
and tools and one involving a note 
for $400. The replevin suits were 
settled by stipulation dnd the other 
was decided in Mrs. Rosalie Gill’s 
favor. 

Then, in Décember, Clarence Gill 
filed a suit for partition of the 
estate, 14-room house and 635 acres, 
except tracts given by the first 
owner, Daniel Gill, for a church 
and family graveyard. Judgment 
was given and the property or- 
dered sold at auction at the court- 
house door. 
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N the interim before the sale 
| there was much speculation as to 

whether the estate would be per- 
mitted to pass out of the family 
possession. It was considered un- 
likely that Clarence would try to 
hold it. He said he would not. 
He had said so the day before 
when this writer visited him at 
Edgewood Farm, Coming out of 
the house, carefully closing the 
door behind him,he had stood in 
the yard and talked guardedly and 
dourly about the troubles and the 
uncertainty that hung over the 
farm. He and Jimmy could have 
fixed things up between them, he 
said, if others hadn’t interfered. 
He wasn’t a farmer and it had 
not been his wish to come there 
in the first place, but he had to 
take care of his mother. The house 
and the farm were too big. It was 
very lonely there. He had no wish 
to stay. 

Because of the size of the house 
and farm it was unlikely that 
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there would be high bidding from 
outsiders. That left Jimmy. What 
would Jimmy do? Nobody knew. 
Jimmy wasn’t saying. The only 
certainty was that he was going 
to be on hand at the sale. For 
that purpose he had obtained a 
deferment of his induction into the 
Army. 

“If Jimmy wants it,” everybody 
said, “he can have it. Nobody in 
Callaway County will bid against 


him.”

N the day of the sale Jimmy 

was there, accompanied by his 

mother and his uncle and aunt, 
Mr. and Mrs. John Dutton, and 
there were cousins and other rela- 
tives in the crowd, Clarence was 
there, alone, almost ignored, know- 
ing himself distrusted and disliked. 
As I. W. Holman, the auctioneer, 
atanding at the door, called for 
bids, Jimmy Gill seated himself on 
the parapet at the side of his law- 
yer, T. A. Faucet, with his feet 
drawn up under him, “Who'll 
start ’er at $10,000?” the auctioneer 
chanted. Nobody madea bid. Hol- 
man kept coming down until he 
reached $5000, Jimmy gave him a 
nod.

@ QUESTION: Some time ago 
you published an article on how to 
clean furniture. You said some- 
thing about adding olive oi] and 
vinegar to warm water, but I don’t 
remember just how much. Will you 
please publish the recipe in your 
column again?—Mrs. C. E. D., Fes- 
tus, Mo. 


P. S. In a dining room, which is 
preferable, sheer curtains or drap- 
eries? 


Answer: I have had so many re- 
quests to reprint this cleaning for- 
mula that I am happy to comply. 
Here it is: One quart of warm 
water, one tablegpoon of olive oil 
and three tablespoons of vinegar, 
all mixed together. Apply with a 
chamois and then polish with a 
soft cloth. 


As to the curtains, either is cor- 
rect or you may even use both 
sheer curtains and draperies to- 
gether if you so desire. It depénds 
mainly on what type of dining room 
you have. If it is of an informal 
type, sheer curtains are most ap- 
propriate although draperies of 
such informal materials as chintz, 
linen, or cotton novelty cloths may 
also be used. On the other hand, 
formal rooms usually call for drap- 
eries although here, too, sheer 
curtains of dressier fabrics such 
as ninon or rough silks are per- 
fectly correct. 
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QUESTION: Ever since we 
have had our house in the coun- 
try, I have wanted to install in- 
side shutters but can’t find any 
place to purchase them or have 
them made. I want four shutters 
to a window, with tiny adjustable 
slats. Can you tell me where I 
could have them made? Also, will 
you tell me the trade name of a 
wood bleach?—Mrs. F. H. M., Sul- 
livan, Mo. 


Answer: I think, your best bet 
on the shutters would be to find 
them in a junk yard. There were 
s0 many shutters of this type on 
old houses that have been wrecked 
that it is often possible to find 
them at these wrecking companies. 
They might not fit your windows 
exactly but they could be made to 
fit with a little repair work, Even 
if you could have them made now, 
I'm afraid they would be prohibi- 
tive in price. 


There are many good commer- 
cial bleaches on the market, but l 
cannot give trade names in this 
column. I have often found that 
some of the bleaches used for 
clothes work better than the regu- 
lar wood bleaches. Here is a for-’ 
mula for a home-made bleach that 
is very good: One pound of oxalic 
acid crystals to one gallon of wa- 
ter. Be sure to mix it in some 
old galvanized pail and if you 
keep it in a bottle, be sure to mark 
it poison. This is a saturated solu- 
tion and should be diluted with 
more water when used. 
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@ QUESTION: I have in my pos- 
session an antique platter with 
engine design of pressed glass. 
This platter is more than 50 years 
old and came into my possession 
from my grandfather who was 
originally from Boston where this 
giass was first manufactured. I 
would like to know if you know 
any dealer in St. Louis particular- 
ly interested in this kind of glass- 
ware? Or do you know of some 
magazine that might enlighten me 
more on the subject?—Miss A. W., 
East St. Louis, Il. 


Answer: I am sorry that I can- 
not tell you of any specific dealer 
who might be interested in your 
platter. There are several antique 
shops along Olive street around 
Boyle where you might be able to 
dispose of it. The magazine “An- 
tiques” might be able to give you 
any information you desire and 
they also have a classified ad sec- 
tion where articles are sold. 
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@ QUESTION: I have French 
draperies in my living room, made 
of rough satiny material with an 
off-white background with large 
mulberry flowers. I have left them 
up this winter instead of putting 
up the green satin swag draperies 
that I usually use, because I like 
them better but wonder if they are 
appropriate for this time of the 
year.—Mrs. H. W. W. 


Answer: I see no reason why 
these draperies shouldn’t be per- 
fectly correct, for any season. I 
do not know exactly what you 
mean by French draperies but as 
far as the fabric is concerned they 
sound as if they might be used 
for winter as well as summer.

A Cook's Tour 
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. By George Rector 


OU can never make a mistake 

when cooking vegetables to 

double up. I mean by that to 
cook more vegetables so that you 
will have an ample amount left 
over to use in a cooked vegetable 
salad. Let me mention a few veg- 
etables for that salad. Potatoes 
(boiled), beets, cauliflower, peas, 
string beans, limas and carrots. 
Cut the potatoes in cubes, slice 
the carrots and beets, Cut the 
string beans and break the cauli- 
flower into small pieces. A good 
dressing which I use is made as 
follows> 

First, I let the vegetables mari- 
nate for at least an hour in a little 
oil and vinegar, mixing them gently 
and placing in the refrigerator to 
chill. Now for the dressing which 
will suffice for four goodly por- 
tions. Place in a bow) three-quar- 
ters of a cup of mayonnaise. To 
that add three tablespoons of chili 
sauce, one teaspoon of Worcester- 
shire sauce, one-half teaspoon of 
grated onion, or, instead, rub the 
bowl with garlic. Mix wel] and 
then add the vegetables and do 
more mixing, Sprinkle over the top 
a teaspoon of finely chopped pars- 
ley. Serve on a light bed of lettuce 
and garnish with hard-cooked eggs, 
sliced or quartered. 

This is unquestionably my favo- 
rite salad. It is most satisfying and 
really a meal in itself. 

MEXICAN SLAW. 

Two cups shredded cabbage, one 
small green pepper, one pimiento, 
one teaspoon celery seed, one small 
onion, one-half cup French dress- 
ing, few drops tabasco sauce. 

Put finely shredded cabbage in 
iced water and let stand about five 


minutes. In the meantime, cut 
green pepper into thin shréds and 
thinly slice pimiento and onion. 
Drain cabbage and combine with 
other ingredients, tossing lightly 
until dressing is absorbed. 
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CHOPS when cut of double thick- 
ness and stuffed with a savory 
bread mixture are something to 
look forward to. Veal or pork 
chops are especially adapted to this 
recipe. 


VEAL OR PORK CHOPS, 
STUFFED. 


Have butcher cut chops of dou- 
ble thickness, making a pocket in 
center of each one. Fill with stuff- 
ing and skewer or sew pocket to- 
gether. Dust lightly with flour and 
season with salt and pepper, Lay 
chops in baking pan, adding a few 
bits of veal or pork fat if chops 
are lean. Start to cook in hot oven 
(450 degrees), reducing heat to a 
moderate (350 degrees) after first 
15 minutes in oven. Bake one hour. 
Baste every 10 minutes, using 
about a cupful of hot water for 
four chops. 


SAVORY BREAD STUFFING. 

One and one-half cups dry bread 
crumbs, one-half teaspoon salt, one- 
eighth teaspoon pepper, two tea- 
spoons pulverized sage, one table- 
spoom grated onion, one-fourth cup 
water, one-fourth cup melted but- 
ter or substitute.

Add grated onion, gradually add- 
ing water and melted butter, toss- 
ing lightly with a spoon until mois- 
ture is well distributed.

Turn into well buttered baking dish 
and bake in moderate oven about 
35 minutes. Unmold and serve on 
hot platter with cream sauce to 
which a tablespoon of finely 
minced pimento has been added. 
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LIVER AND BACON are always 
a good family standby. Here is a 
version that you might like for a 
change: 

LIVER PATTIES. 

Put one pound of liver (beef or 
lamb) through the meat chopper. 
Add two cups of soft bread crumbs, 
one-half cup of grated onion, one 
egg, One teaspoon salt, one-half tea- 
spoon of pepper, four tablespoons 
of bacon drippings and a pinch of 
marjoram. Mix thoroughly and 
shape into round patties about a 
half inch thick; roll in sifted flour 
and fry in bacon drippings. Serve 
with crisp grilled bacon. Serve 
with creamed potatoes. 
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ANOTHER creamed vegetable 
which could be served instead of 
potatoes would be a combination 
of carrots and parsnips. 

CREAMED CARROTS AND 

PARSNIPS. 

Wash, scrape and cut the carrots 
in uniform size. Drop them into 
boiling salted water and cook un- 
til tender. Fifteen or 20 minutes 
should be ample time, but this de- 


pends on the size and freshness of 


the vegetable. Also wash and 
scrape the parsnips and cut into 
small pieces; cover with boiling 
water and cook until tender. Do 
not cook both vegetables in the 
same water, but use two different 
saucepans for this purpose.

RTUR RODZINSKI, the in- 
A cumbent director of the Cleve- 
d Symphony Orchestra, was 
recently appointed conductor of the 
New York Philharmonic-Symphony 
Orchestra. A few days later Mr. 
Rodzinski made a statement to the 
press in which he said that the 
work-or-fizght legislation pending in 
the national Congress would ruin 
all the first-class orchestras in the 
country. 

This suggested that Mr. Rodzin- 
ski was seriously concerned about 
his own man power problem. Nev- 
ertheless his first official act as 
director of the New York organ- 
ization was to fire 17 members of 
the orchestra including Michel 
Piastro, the concertmaster 

Any apparent inconsistency in 
these two attitudes would unques- 
tionably disappear, if all were 
known, for it is inconceivable that 
Mr. Rodzinski would have released 
17 of his players without knowing 
where he would turn for replace- 
ments. The Philharmonic musi- 
cians, however, have chosen to 
fight for their jobs. The New 
York union has demanded that 
the case of each man be reviewed 
and the entire personnel of the 
orchestra has wired every other 
orchestra in the country, including 
the St. Louis orchestra, asking that 
no musician apply for or accept a 
contract from Mr. Rodzinski until 
the matter has been settled. 

The deterioration of the New 
York Philharmonic under the in- 
cumbency of John Barbirolli has 
been an open secret in the realm 
of music for the last several years. 
In the opinion of the critics Mr. 
Barbirolli was not up to his job 
but it has also been implied that 
the unco-operative attitude of the 
musicians was at least partly re- 
sponsible for his failure. This un- 
helpful attitude, it was also said, 
extended to other conductors with 
the result that the concerts given 
by the orchestra have been far be- 
low the possibilities of the organ- 
ization and bad by any standard.

The recent joining. of battle 
between the players and the man- 
agement tas made it possible for 
the musicians to present their 
side of the case. In effect they 
admit that the concerts have 
been below par but they place 
the blame squarely upon the 
management. Mr. Barbirolli, 
they say, was a talented musi- 
cian but was obviously unquali- 
fied for the position to which he 
was unexpectedly elevated. 
Everybody knew thfs so it was 
reasonable to assume that the ap- 
pointment was made, not in the 
interests of music but for rea- 
sons of policy. 
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@ WHEN THE RESULTS of this 
mistake began to be reflected in 
the statements of the box-office 
and in the columns of the press, 
the management sought to effect 
a remedy by bringing in more dis- 
tinguished guest conductors, The 
policy, instead of making an im- 
provement worsened matters be- 
cause each conductor—intent on 
making a strong impression and 
procuring the job for himself — 
reversed everything that his prede- 
cessors had done so that finally 
every trace of an overall style was 
dissipated. No orchestral disci- 
pline, they contend, could with- 
stand such assaults.

Without going into the merits 
of the controversy it must be 
said that the management of the 
New York Philharmonic Orches- 
tra does not have a good record 
so far as adherence to high ar- 
tistic standards are concerned. 
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@ WHEN GUSTAV MAHLER re- 
signed in 1911 after completely re- 
organizingythe orchestra and mak- 
ing it one of the best in the world 
he was not replaced by the next 
best available artist but by Josef 
Stransky. After a few years of 
Stransky every informed person in 
New York preferred the ministra- 
tions of the pedagogic Mr. Dam- 
rosch, then the conductor ef the 
rival New York Symphony. In 
1920 the Philharmonic bought out 
the National Symphony Orchestra 
and took over, with the other as- 
sets, the Dutch conductor, Willem 
Mengelberg, but the schedule was 
too heavy for one man and the 
next year the season was divided 
between Mengelberg and Willem 
van Hoogstraeten, whose previous 
record was much less impressive 
than Mr. Barbirolli’s. 

After this there was a tourna- 
ment of virtuosi. Toscanini was 
engaged. His concerts were mar- 
vels but Mengelberg and Wilhelm 
Fuertwaengler, the German con- 
ductor, both artists of distinction, 
seemed to become demoralized by 
the necessity of competing with the 
flaming Italian and the critics be- 
gan to make their lives so miser- 
able that Mr. Fuecrtwaengler was 
finally reduced to the necessity of 
asking a prominent critic to ad- 
vise him about his programs. Tos- 
canini was finally left in complete 
charge of the field, a field which 
he did not care to occupy ex- 
clusively. 

His ultimate resignation was at- 
tributed both to his unwillingness 
to accept such a taxing schedule 
and to his sincere desire that the 
orchestra should be placed undér 
a younger man who could safe- 
guard the orchestra’s future.
